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Senior officials 
of ferry union 

resign in a body 


14 freed at embassy; 
20 envoys still held

The long-troubled B.C. 
Ferry and Marine Workers 
Union, buffeted Wednesday 
by a sudden wave of top- 
level resignations, has been 
advised by a special trustee 
to consider the possibility of 
returning to the fold of the 
B.C. Government Employ¬ 
ees’ Union. 

“It is my opinion that the 
membership want the oppor 
tunity to review the deci¬ 
sion that removed them 
from the BCGEU,” Bill 
Smalley of the Canadian 
Labor Congress says in an 
interim report to the union’s 
executive. 

Smalley was appointed a 
trustee just before Christ¬ 
mas by CLC president 
Dennis McDermott to look 
into the problems of the 2,- 
700-member union, crippled 
for more than two years 
by serious internal fighting. 

THE RESIGNATIONS 
came in dramatic fashion 
Wednesday, just before and 
during a union executive 
meeting nt which Smalley 
was to table his interim re¬ 
port. 

President Shirley Mathie- 
son told the Colonist Thurs¬ 
day that they involved the 
faction that had opposed her 
leadership for some time. 

Gone are six of the 22- 
member executive and busi¬ 
ness agent Matt Brown, who 
had been described as the 
leader of the dissidents. 

MATHIESON said secre¬ 
tary-treasurer Les Neill ten¬ 
dered his resignation at the 
beginning of the meeting. 
Resigning in addition to 
Brown and Neill were Joyce 
Brown, second vice-presi¬ 
dent; Chris Walker, repre¬ 
senting the Horseshoe Bay 
terminal; Don Black, chair¬ 
man of the unlicensed group 
at Langdale terminal; John 
Mackie, Deas maintenance 
dock chairman, and A1 
Barry, chairman for the li¬ 
censed officers at Horseshoe 
Bay. 

“The resignations were a 


strategy planned on Mon¬ 
day,” said Mathieson. “It 
was deliberately planned 
that they would resign dur¬ 
ing the meeting.” 

The action followed the 
resignation in December of 
Tsawwassen terminal chair¬ 
man Steve Lomax and the 
firing of Departure Bay 
chairman Robin Holmgren. 

HOLMGREN had been 
blamed for an unauthorized 
walkout during a sensititive 
period in contract negotia¬ 
tions. 

There were claims at the 
time that a “radical” left 
element was trying to take 
over the union. 

A union source said Thurs¬ 
day there was an “unfortu¬ 
nate smear campaign” 
aimed at Brown and some of 
the executive who opposed 
Mathieson. 

“They set out to paint 
Brown as a red and they 
succeeded in doing the dam¬ 
age,” the source said. “If he 
wasn’t, that wouldn’t mat¬ 
ter. Once that kind of thing is 
said, the damage is done. ” 

WHILE SHE has long been 
pictured as the target of 
unfair attack from within 
her own ranks, the 30-year- 
old Mathieson has also been 
described by detractors as 
someone who insists that 
anyone who disagrees is a 
“dissident.” 

While her foes would ap¬ 
pear to be gone with the 
resignations, the word is that 
work is already in progress 
to force a leadership conven¬ 
tion by late May—long ahead 
of the regular convention 
scheduled a year from now. 

In his report, Smalley re¬ 
commended that Brown be 
fired and paid one month's 
wages in lieu of notice. 

The Colonist obtained a 
copy of the report Thursday.

SALISBURY, Rhodesia 
(UPI) — The deaths of 14 
people and charges of “Coca 
Cola” vote-rigging and in¬ 
timidation Thursday marred 
the second day of rain 
soaked polling in Rhodesia’s 
first independence election. 

British electoral chief Sir 
John Boynton said despite 
problems, the voter turnout 
had already surpassed the 
total number of ballots cast 
in last April’s disputed ma¬ 
jority rule election. 

He said more than 2.1 mil¬ 
lion ballots had been cast, 
with a full day left to go. This 
represented about 67.7 per 
cent of the estimated three 
million eligible voters, in 
contrast to a turnout of 64.4 
per cent in last April’s five- 
day vote. 

A military spokesman said 
that during the first 24 hours 
of the rain-soaked voting, 14 
people were killed in clashes 
with security forces mobi¬ 
lized to protect the voters. 

The dead included three 
guerrillas allied to black na- 
aalist Robert Mugabe, 
tried to ambush a mo- 
polling station, and a 
man intimidating rural 
tribesmen with a grenade. 

The spokesman said two 
other Mugabe guerrillas and 
eight “curfew-breakers” 
died in four other incidents. 

Mugabe and his rival Jo- 
husa Nkomo are front-run¬ 
ners in the three-day voting 
in which 80 black reprsenta 


tives will be elected to the 
100-member parliament. 

The deaths—the highest 
daily toll in two weeks— 
raised the number of killed 
to 276 since the truce leading 
to the election went into ef¬ 
fect Jan. 4. 

Charges of voting irregu¬ 
larities also shadowed the 
election. Mugabe’s ZANU- 
PF party charged that invis¬ 


ible ink printed on the hands 
of voters to prevent them 
from voting twice could be 
washed off with Coca-Cola. 
The ink is visible only under 
special lights installed in 
each polling station. 

Government electoral of¬ 
ficials said tests by the com¬ 
monwealth observer group 
denied this claim, as well as 
ZANU-PF assertions that 


supporters of Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa were employing 
this method to gain extra 

votes. 

Muzorewa also com¬ 
plained in a letter to British 
Governor Lord Soames that 
his supporters were being 
harassed and intimidated by 
Mugabe’s followers in the 
urban black townships and 
rural tribal trustlands. 


BOGOTA (AP) — Leftist guerrillas occupying the 
Dominican Republic embassy freed 14 persons Thurs¬ 
day—including a 16-year-old youth, 10 women and 
three wounded men, President Guillermo Rueda 
of the Colombian Red Cross said. 

The embassy was seized Wednesday night when a 
heavily-armed band of young guerrillas forced their way into 
it and took at least 60 persons 
captive, including 20 ambas¬ 
sadors from other countries. 

Canadian Ambassador 
D.B. Laughton narrowly 
missed being caught in the 
raid on the embassy, accord¬ 
ing to Paul Donahue, com¬ 
mercial counsellor at the Ca¬ 
nadian embassy. 

Donahue said Laughton 
was on his way to the diplo¬ 
matic reception at the Do¬ 
minican Republic embassy 
on Wednesday night when he 
learned of the raid from 
the radio. 

Sixteen Canadians work at 
Canada's embassy in Bogo¬ 
ta. An external affairs 
spokesman in Ottawa said 
Thursday night that they 
would not be brought home. 

Among the approximately 
50 hostages remaining is 
U.S. Ambassador Diego 
Asencio, who along with the 
captive envoys of Mexico, 

Venezuela and the Domini¬ 
can Republic, negotiated the 
release of the 14 persons. 

Asencio, reached by tele 
phone after the release, said 
five women hostages re 
mained but might be freed 
later. He also said 20 ambas 
sadors were in captivity, 
rather thanl#f>reviously re¬ 
ported bytnc Colombian for¬ 
eign irimistry. He said he 
was not allowed to name all 
the captured envoys. 

Paraguayan Ambassador 
Oscar Gostiaga, who was 
wounded in the leg during 
the takeover, was among 
those freed. He added that 
the Red Cross also removed 
one dead guerrilla from the 
building.

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‘Unimaginable’—panel 
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Canadian Press 

The special United Nations 
commission in Tehran said 
Thursday the regime of the 
ousted shah violated human 
rights to “unimaginable 
lengths.” 

Several members of the 
commission expressed sym¬ 
pathy for victims of the re¬ 
gime which commission 
spokesman Samir Sambar 
described as “a formidable 
power of repression . . .” 

Efforts to arrange a meet¬ 
ing with hostages at the U.S. 
embassy continued, but the 
militant captors said they 
had not decided whether to 
allow members of the com¬ 
mission into the embassy. 

However, Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Sadegh Ghotbzadeh 
emerged from a Revolution¬ 
ary Council meeting to tell 
reporters the commission 
would be able to meet the 


hostages. He did not give fur¬ 
ther details except to say the 
meeting would not take 
place Thursday. 

It is now feared that the 50 
Americans, who have been 
captive in the embassy for 
117 days, might not be freed 
for 10 more weeks. A leading 
offical has said it might take 
that long for the yet-to-be- 


elected parliament to make 
a decision. 

On its fifth full day in Iran, 
the UN commission visited 
the ousted shah’s main resi¬ 
dence, then toured Evin pris¬ 
on, where thousands are al¬ 
leged to have been tortured 
by Savak, the shah’s secret 
police.

Use of secret list ‘surprise’ 

Goyer says he didn’t know RCMP sent names of rebel backers abroad 


OTTAWA (CP) — Former Lib¬ 
eral solicitor-general Jean-Pierre 
Goyer says he did not know the 
RCMP sent the names of about 100 
Canadians, allegedly in sympathy 
with revolutionary causes, to four 
foreign intelligence agencies in 
1971. 

Goyer told the federal royal 
commission investigating RCMP 
wrongdoing that he was very sur¬ 
prised to learn years later that an 
unidentified RCMP sergeant sent 
out copies of a preliminary secur¬ 
ity service report on threats from 
“the new left.” 

He said the officer used bad 
judgment in circulating copies of 
the document from which Goyer 


compiled his “black list” of public 
servants who allegedly called 
themselves part of the extra-par¬ 
liamentary opposition. 

Testimony about the controver¬ 
sial list was given before the com¬ 
mission in 1978 and 1979. A heavi¬ 
ly-edited transcript of the 
evidence was made public Thurs¬ 
day. 

If he had been asked, Goyer 
said, he would have told the secur¬ 
ity service not to divulge to 
foreigners the names of Cana¬ 
dians whose loyalty was suspect. 
6ut he said it was routine for Can¬ 
ada to exchange information on 
international security threats with 
friendly countries. 

The names of the countries 


which received the security ser¬ 
vice report—marked For Cana¬ 
dian Eyes Only When it was sent to 
Goyer—were deleted from the 
public version of the transcript. 

The Netherlands appeared to be 
one of the countries. Commission¬ 
er Donald Rickerd said at one 
point he was trying “to grapple 
with the problem of what the 
Dutch would do with these two 
names (of Canadians).” 

Goyer said the Privy Council 
office asked the security service 
in 1971 to investigate leaks of in¬ 
formation from the public ser¬ 
vice. 

The force responded with a 32- 
page report on “true revolution¬ 


aries”—including 21 public ser¬ 
vants—who, it said, wanted to de¬ 
stroy existing social and political 
structures in Canada. 

Goyer said he sent the list of 21 
public servants named in the re¬ 
port to five other cabinet minis¬ 
ters, urging them to remind the 
suspects of their duties to keep 
government information confi¬ 
dential. 

He said he had no malice toward 
any of the 21 people named, some 
of whom have sued him for libel 
because of the list. 

Goyer said he concluded that 
circulating his list nipped the 
extra-parliamentary opposition in 
the bud because there was no 
revolution during the early 1970s.

The account came as the 
London-^ased human rights 
organization, Amnesty In¬ 
ternational, reported it had 
been assured by President 
Babrak Karmal that politi¬ 
cal opponents in Afghanistan 
would be tried publicly, and 
that he was considering abol¬ 
ishing the death penalty in 
the country. 

In Washington, the state 
department said reports

In New York, a UN spokes¬ 
man said the regular reports 
from the commission to Sec¬ 
retary-General Kurt Wald 
helm had increased Wald¬ 
heim’s confidence that “a 
satisfactory solution of the 
problem will be found.” 

The spokesman said Wald¬ 
heim had been assured in 
writing that the commission 
would be permitted to see the 
hostages while in Tehran. 

It had been hoped the com- 
mission’s investigation 
would lead to an early re¬ 
lease of the hostages but the 
Iranian government and the 
militants insist there can be 
no link between the two 
events. 

Ayatollah Mohammed Be- 
heshti, first secretary of the 
Revolutionary Council, said 
it would take at least 10 more 
weeks for the new Iranian 
parliament, which Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini slys will 
decide the fate of the hos¬ 
tages, to come to a decision.

Crude oil costs increased 
$1 a barrel to$14.75on Jan. 1, 
but under a directive from 
the federal government, re¬ 
finers were not to pass the 
increase on for 60 days.

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Take car onto tunnel train 

That's McGeer’s vision for Island-mainland link

Before the end of the cen¬ 
tury, Vancouver Islanders 
could be travelling to the 
mainland in their own cars, 
but piggy backed under 
Georgia Strait by high-speed 
electric trains. 

That’s the vision of Uni¬ 
versities, Science and Com¬ 
munications Minister Pat 
McGeer, who said Thursday 
that an underwater tunnel 
linking mainland and Island 
was a medium-long-range 
certainty. 

McGeer said his ministry 
was already keeping a 
watching brief on major tun¬ 
nel projects now under con¬ 
struction in other parts of the 
world, particularly the long¬ 
est underwater tunnel in the 
world, being built to link 
Japan’s main island with its 
smaller southern island. 

“We are not doing any 
hard studies yet,” McGeer 
said, ‘‘but we are keeping an 
eye on things because there 
is no doubt in my mind that 
one day there has to be a 
tunnel link between Vancou¬ 
ver Island and the mainland.

“IT’S JUST a matter of the 
right time when it will be 
economically feasible.” 

The minister said the eco¬ 
nomics would be decided for 
the population and the gov¬ 
ernment by the rapidity of 
the traffic buildup “and the 
state of the technology.” 

While stating that his min¬ 
istry was not yet seeking 
direct information from Jap¬ 
anese tunnel-builders, 
McGeer said he had already 
formed some positive ideas 
as to what B.C. would Jbe 
looking for when it came 
time to build. 

“We shall be looking for a 
tunnel which will be capable 
of handling the heavy flow of 
traffic between here and the 
mainland, but which will 
carry no carbon dioxide dis¬ 
charging vehicles,” he said. 

“WHAT I envisage is a 
tunnel served by a rapid- 
transit electric train which 
would haul cars, trucks and 
buses through the tunnel at 
high speeds. In other words, 
a tunnel which would convey 
vehicles from one side of the 
strait to the other without 
having to worry about how 


to clear carbon dioxide from 
the system.” 

McGeer said his thinking 
on the tunnel proposal was 
not far enough advanced to 
provide details on cost or 
how many vehicles could be 
moved at one time by the 
electric train concept. 

“All I'm saying at this 
stage is that it is technically 
feasible to move large num¬ 
bers of cars, a hundred or so, 
by electric shuttle trains, 
and that one day it is going to 
be necessary for us to do 
so.” 

McGEER SAID his con¬ 
cept of the underwater tun¬ 
nel would not require tradi- 
tional tunnel-digging 
methods. 

“As I understand it, the 
technology is there whereby 
such a tunnel could be built 
and laid on the bottom of the 
ocean,” he said. “Surveys 
have shown that the bottom 
of the strait in the areas 
where a tunnel could be built 
are really an extension of the 
bottom of the Fraser River, 
just mud and silt. It is con¬ 
ceivable that a mainland- 
Vancouver Island tunnel link 


could just be placed on the 
bottom without insurmount¬ 
able difficulty. 

“The ocean bottom be¬ 
tween here and the mainland 
is not all that formidable.” 

McGeer said the traffic 
movement between the Is¬ 
land and the Lower Main¬ 
land was already beginning 
to reach “extraordinary” 
proportions. 

“THE POPULATION of 
Vancouver Island is rela¬ 
tively small but tremendous¬ 
ly mobile,” he said. "Traffic 
movement feven today is 
truly extraordinary. I don’t 
see how we can avoid even¬ 
tually taking a hard look at a 
tunnel proposal. It deserves 
a lot of study.” 

McGeer said the tunnel he 
was thinking about would not 
be confined solely to vehicu¬ 
lar traffic transported by 
electric powered trains. 

“It would be my concept 
that such a tunnel would be 
compartmentalized, with 
special sections for such 
things as Hydro cables, natu¬ 
ral gas pipelines and even oil 
pipelines,” he said. “It

would be a communications 
corridor.” 

The minister said he would 
not support at this stage a 
tunnel geared to permit fos¬ 
sil fuel-burning vehicles to 
travel its length. 

“I THINK that would be 
self-defeating,” he said. 
"The ideal way to move traf¬ 
fic safely is in tight blocks 
with each vehicle travelling 
at the same, identical speed. 
You can never get that on the 
highway, of course, which is 
why our traffic gets in such a 
mess at times. Some people 
drive at the maximum 
speed, some at the mini¬ 
mum. Both create hazards. 
In a tunnel, those hazards 
would increase tremendous¬ 
ly. 

“And that’s not taking into 
account such simple prob¬ 
lems as a flat tire halfway 
across, especially if the driv¬ 
er suffered from claustro¬ 
phobia. 

“That is why the electric- 
powered, fast train, hauling 
large blocks of cars, makes 
more sense.” 

McGeer refused to put any 
time-frame on the tunnel 
link. 

“ALL I’M saying is that we 
are keeping an eye on tun¬ 
nel-building technology with 
the view to one day being 
faced with the necessity of 
building such a tunnel,” he 
said. 

A tunnel between the Is¬ 
land the mainland was first 
advocated more than 15 
years ago by then-highways 
minister P.A. Gaglardi. It 
was thought too furturistic 
at the time. 

A month ago, former cabi¬ 
net minister Sam Bawlf told 
the Victoria Chamber of Co- 
merce that such a tunnel 
would become a necessity if 
traffic patterns continued 
their annual growth. Bawlf 
warned that the time was 
fast approaching when the 
B.C. Ferries system would 
be unable to handle the traf¬ 
fic loads. 

McGeer said there was no 
doubt in his mind that alter¬ 
native methods of moving 
masses of people between 
the Island and the mainland 
had to be found. "And I think 
a tunnel is the answer,” he 
said.

"The political unrest in the 
B.C. Ferry and Marine 
Workers Union has virtually 
destroyed the credibility of 
this union,” he said at one 
point. 

He pictured union em¬ 
ployees and elected officers 
of being overworked and 
"lied to.” 

“WHILE 1 believe many 
improvements have been 
made to union structure in 
the last two years, I firmly 
believe that some of our 
leadership must grow up and 
recognize what trade union¬ 
ism is all about,” Neill says 
in his letter. 


“I see no alternative but 
to resign, and I encourage all 
elected positions to resign— 
place the B.C. Ferry and 
Marine Workers Union in 
complete trusteeship to be 
resolved by convention."

Shoppers duck 
bandits’ shots 

MONTREAL (UPC) — Two bandits sprayed machine- 
gun fire through a shopping centre store in a shootout with 
two Brink’s Canada security guards Thursday while funeral 
services were being held for a Brink’s guard slain in an¬ 
other holdup four days earlier. 

Montreal Urban Community Police said the gunmen, 
one armed with a 45-caliber Thompson submachinegun 
and the other with a .38 revolver, briefly seized a woman 
employee of the store as hostage before fleeing with about 
$35,000. 

The woman dropped unharmed to the floor and the 
gun-toting robber fired the first of about a half dozen shots at 
the Brinks guards as shoppers scattered. 

As the woman fell away, the guard carrying a money¬ 
bag containing the store’s cash receipts dropped it and 
tried to unholster his gun. 

“One of the guards got off a couple of shots,” said MUC 
spokesman Charles Poxon. “But he missed the suspects 
and didn’t hit anyone else.

CHARLOTTETOWN (CP)

New ties fight 
Quebec deal 

ST. JOHN’S, Nfld. (CP) — Newfoundland is deter 
mined to alter a contract that allows Quebec to buy 
Labrador power at bargain prices and will continue its 
efforts to achieve control of fish stocks and offshore min 
eral ownership, the government said Thursday in a speech 
from the throne opening a new legislature session. 

The speech, read by Lieutenant Governor Gordon Win 
ter, outlined in general plans by Premier Brian Peckford’s 
Progressive Conservative government to concentrate on 
development of the fisheries, offshore minerals and labra 
dor hydroelectric power. 

It also announced plans for introduction of a freedom of 
information act, an environmental assessment act and a 
wilderness and ecological reserves act. 

The speech referred to a 65-year contract which gives 
Quebec Hydro exclusive right to purchase all but 300 
megawatts of the 5,225 megawatts produced by the giant 
underground hydroelectric station at Churchill Falls in 
central Labrador. 

The conttact came into effect in 1970. 

Quebec Hydro gets the power at slightly more than 
three mills a kilowatt hour. Electricity being produced 
by new generating stations in Newfoundland now costs 
more than 35 mills.

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Dining out — 
without the weed 

To hear some smokers complain bit¬ 
terly about society’s restrictions on their free¬ 
dom to pollute the air (and endanger their 
health), anyone might think a cranky minor¬ 
ity of non-smokers was trying to impose its 
will on the majority. The situation, of course, 
is quite the reverse. It is the smokers who are 
in the minority, especially in this province. 
Nearly 64 per cent of British Columbians do 
not smoke — a higher proportion of the adult 
population than anywhere else in Canada. 

Outnumbering smokers almost two to one, 
B.C.’s non-smokers have seen their interests 
advanced considerably in recent years, with 
bans imposed in department stores and other 
public places. But there is still at least one 
glaring exception: restaurants and hotel din¬ 
ing rooms. While some set aside no-smoking 
areas, the majority do not. 

The B.C. Medical Association launched a 
campaign this month to encourage more 
hotels and restaurants to provide designated 
areas for the two groups of patrons. Those 
establishments which do so will receive spe¬ 
cial awards. Meanwhile, Barbara Wallace, 
the NDP MLA for Cowichan-Malahat, also 
rejoined the fray this week. She says she will 
try again at this legislative session to present 
a private member’s bill — first introduced 
two years ago — which would make no-smok¬ 
ing sections in restaurants mandatory. 

Commendable though these two efforts 
are, they are unlikely to succeed. 

f The BCMA’s campaign stresses that in¬ 
haling second-hand smoke is injurious to 
health. But a Victoria hotelier reasonably 
points out that voluntary compliance with the 
segregation proposal could bankrupt many in 
the trade. With special smoking and no-smok- 
ing areas established, he says, there are 
bound to be empty tables at certain times of 
the day. A customer waiting for a table in the 
; smoking area, while half a dozen tables in the 
no-smoking area stand empty, will soon lose 
patience and go elsewhere. 

Equally, MLA Wallace’s bill seems des¬ 
tined to go the way of virtually all private 
members’ bills — into legislative oblivion. 

There is only one practical answer to this 
Y— legislation introduced by the government, 

• which would be applied throughout the prov¬ 
ince and leave all eating establishments on an 
equal footing. 

Former Health Minister Bob McClelland 
set a good example as a champion of non- 
smokers’ rights. It was largely through his 
efforts that a ban on smoking was introduced

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Vote-for-us-or-die threat in Rhodesia 


MTOKO, Rhodesia — The guerril¬ 
las who fought the war are called “the 
boys,” and there is nothing pejora¬ 
tive about It. The very young people 
who looked and listened for any move¬ 
ment by whites, serving as an infor¬ 
mal but effective intelligence network 
for the boys, are called “mujibas,” a 
word of unknown origin. In this dis¬ 
trict, the boys and the mujibas, faith¬ 
ful to Robert Mugabe in politics as 
well as in battle, made it nearly impos¬ 
sible for any other candidate to cam¬ 
paign, much less win. 

As three days of voting began Wed¬ 
nesday to select the leaders of the new 
nation to be known as Zimbabwe, 
Commonwealth election supervisors 
conceded that the vote in this area 
would be lopsided in Mugabe’s favor. 
Further, they conceded that the boys 
and the mujibas had intimidated the 
voters. But they have reached a belief, 
which might seem cynical, that, in the 
words of a supervisor. Ian Strachan, 
“the results of the poll probably will 
not be all that far off a reflection of 
people’s actual feelings.” 

Intimidation has been the word in 
Rhodesia for the past six weeks. Mu¬ 
gabe, the guerrilla leader whose 
forces operated out of Mozambique, 
gaining ground westward toward this 
town and beyond, has come in for 
a good deal of the blame. 

However, forces allied with Bishop 
Abel T. Muzorewa as well as sup-

porters of Joshua Nkomo, the guer¬ 
rilla co-leader with Mugabe, have not 
been above employing scare tactics 
either. In the end — and this is the end 
— there appears to be an attitude 
on the part of election supervisors that 
widespread intimidation merely 
strengthened the candidates’ holds in 
areas where they were strongest any¬ 
way. 

Thus it would appear that “in the 
context of Rhodesia,’* a phrase official 
observers use to connote the manner 
in which politics is played here, intimi¬ 
dation by itself is not enough to certify 
this election as hopelessly rigged. 
Mtoko district is a case in point. 

The district, one of 58 in Rhodesia, 
is 150 miles northeast of Salisbury. 
Some 60,000 people live on its 7,700 
square miles, 99 per cent of them 
black and 24,000 of them eligible to 
vote. Before the cease-fire, Mugabe’s 
forces had held the district for about 
two years. 

“Everything here had ceased to op¬ 
erate,” said District Commissioner 
John Markram. “The schools, the 
cattle dips, everything. All the good 
guys, black and white, left for good.” 

Now that there is little fighting 
going on here, Markram observed,

New Hampshire portends 
a sad choice for U.S. voters 



WASHINGTON — The 
New Hampshire primary 
demon- 
strates that f 
the country 
is in no mood 
to make a se- 
rious ad¬ 
dress to its 
fundamen- 
tal prob¬ 
lems. Big, 
maybe con¬ 
clusive, vic¬ 
tories have 
been won by candidates who 
specialize in the trivializa- 
tion of issues. Men with large 
ideas suffered what may be 
crippling defeats. 

Ronald Reagan, of course, *\ 
comes out as the major win- 
ner. The former California 
governor buried George 
Bush and the rest of the 
Republican field. His lead 
was so big that he’s now in 
position to streak to the 
nomination. He can build 
further momentum in the 
southern primaries coming 
up. Even if he does not sweep 
the big industrial states, he 
could nail down a victory in 
the western states where he 
has always done well. 

In forging to the fore, how¬ 
ever, Reagan proved once 
again that he is ill-equipped 
to deal with the nation’s most 
pressing business. More 
than ever before, his lan¬ 
guage radiates intellectual 
flabbiness. He starts the re¬ 
sponse to every question by 
saying “Well,” and flashing 
a smile. “Sort ofs” and 
“kind ofs” fill out the bal¬ 
ance of his sentences. 

His concentration is on the 
smaller issues of the decade 
that has passed — welfare 
fraud; abortion; gun control; 
and government regulation 
of health and safety condi¬ 
tions. His discussions of for 
eign policy seem to stop with 
the proposition that the U.S. 
should be respected. On en¬ 
ergy he claims dependence 
on foreign oil can be solved 
by deregulation of the do 
mestic Industry — a proposi¬ 
tion denied by the estimates 
of Exxon and the American 
Petroleum Institute as well 
as the Department of En¬ 
ergy.

shire. George Bush, by an 
excess of caution, blew the 
lead he had built up in Iowa. 
Howard Baker and John An¬ 
derson appealed to the same 
constituency. John Connally 
never made a big effort in 
the state. 

None is a perfect candi¬ 
date. But alHour appreciate 
the gravity of the problems 
now confronting the country. 
One or the other might easily 
recover — especially Bush 
who could rebound in Massa¬ 
chusetts next week. Still 
their exceptionally weak 
showing in New Hampshire, 
and the continued division 
among them, raises the dis¬ 
tinct possibility the Republi¬ 
cans may not field a candi¬ 
date of presidential stature 
in 1980. 

Jimmy.Carter’s win on the 
Democratic side was also 
stunning. Not only did he 
wallop Edward Kennedy in a 
state adjoining the senator’s 
home fief. He came close to 
the 50 per cent mark that his 
most sanguine supporters 
considered unobtainable. So 
it is not easy to see how Sen. 
Kennedy can continue to 
fight for very long. 

The senator’s troubles are 
handwriting on the wall for 
policies equal to the chal-

lenge of the time. Whatever 
one may think of rationing or 
a wage price freeze, they ex¬ 
press the size and scope of 
the remedy the country 
needs to apply now. That 
Kennedy seems to have suf¬ 
fered importantly from 
Chappaquiddick, shows the 
country is still more con¬ 
cerned with private morality 
than public matters. 

The more so as President 
Carter has again shown his 
deep-rooted incapacity to 
think hig. His programs do 
not represent comprehen¬ 
sive approaches, but bits and 
pieces stuck together and al¬ 
tered as circumstances re¬ 
quire. It is typical that 
though he speaks of the 
economy as being “in cri¬ 
sis,” his remedy is to fiddle 
around with a slightly 
tighter budget and some 
credit controls. It is also 
typical that when he sum¬ 
mons the nation to stand up 
in a crisis with Russia, the 
clarion call rapidly degener¬ 
ates into a squabble about 
whether women should enter 
combat. 

After the New Hampshire 
results came in, the presi¬ 
dent was asked (by Sam 
Donaldson of ABC News) a 
question about inflation. In 
response. Carter said: “We 
are making steady progress 
in dealing with the long- 
range and very difficult en¬ 
ergy problems which lead 
directly to inflation.” 

But inflation does not flow 
directly from energy price 
hikes — otherwise Japan and 
West Germany would be 
reeling. Even if the presi¬ 
dent’s program went into ef¬ 
fect tomorrow, and cut de¬ 
pendence on foreign oil by 25 
per cent — which is highly 
unlikely — the result would 
be to bring down the rate of 
inflation by less than 1 per 
cent. In other words, Carter 
was talking rubbish. 

But it is the kind of rubbish 
the American people ap¬ 
parently want to believe. So 
New Hampshire registers a 
national failure that may 
find expression later this 
year in a truly sad event — a 
choice between Ronald Rea¬ 
gan and Jimmy Carter.

“The mujibas — these chappies do 
the real dirty work — have been col¬ 
lecting funds: $1.50 from everyone in 
the villages for the party.

Into Mtoko district a month and a 
half ago came Peter Katsande, flying 
the colors of Joshua Nkomo and aim¬ 
ing to be elected from here to a seat in 
the new assembly. He brought 87 
campaign workers on a bus and rented 
an office above a feed store. 

Within two weeks, 13 of his cam¬ 
paign workers had been snatched off 
their rounds, not to be heard from 
again. Witnesses said Mugabe’s muji¬ 
bas abducted them. The district com¬ 
missioner, Commonwealth monitors 
and the election supervisors believe 
this account. 

“This was a big blow to the spirit of 
my campaigners,” Katsande said on 
the eve of the election. “They have de 
manded to be sent back to Salisbury 


but I have had no transport for them. 
They do not campaign for me any 
more. Look at them. It is hopeless 
here.” 

Down the main street of Mtoko, be¬ 
yond a passing herd of cattle, and a 
following cloud of tsetse flies, a man 
was trying to catch a nap in Mu- 
zorewa’s district headquarters. Star¬ 
tled by a visitor', he said the campaign 
manager had given up and gone to 
Salisbury, not to return. 

Some 10 miles east of the district 
capital, in a kraal, or village too small 
even to be given a name, a woman who 
said she alone among the hut dwellers 
spoke English confirmed that “the 
boys came here.” She would not say 
what the boys had said. 

Like her neighbors, she had heard 
on the radio that her vote would be 
secret. She had also heard that witch 
doctors could tell which way she voted. 
She had also heard that the mujibas 
possessed a magic black box from the 
Soviet Union that would tell which way 
she voted. She tugged at the dia¬ 
per pins stuck in her blouse, stared at 
the ground and forgot that she spoke 
English. 

“If a man is stupid enough to be¬ 
lieve that,” said Simon Hardwick, a 
British election supervisor who had 
also heard the story of the magic box, 
“then he is not intelligent enough to 
vote. I’m sorry but I speak my 
mind.” 


How to give West a voice: 
with a Grit-NDP coalition 



TORONTO — There has 
been much agitated com¬ 
ment about the limited rep¬ 
resentation 
from Can¬ 
ada’s four 
western 
provinces in 
the ranks of 
the elected 
Liberal can¬ 
didates from 
the recent 
national 
election. 

This is re¬ 
garded as a phenomenon 
which undermines the man¬ 
date of the government of 
Pierre Elliott Trudeau. Des¬ 
perate measures are being 
canvassed to rectify this 
oversight by voters in the 
four western provinces, in¬ 
cluding the appointment of 
western people to the Senate, 
from which eminence they 
can be elevated to the cabi¬ 
net. 

A much simpler option is 
open to the national Liber¬ 
als. To give the western 
provinces representation in 
the House of Commons, they 
should form coalition with 
the New Democratic Party 
which succeeded in getting 
26 Members of Parliament 
elected from the four west¬ 
ern provinces. 

A coalition government 
embracing the national Lib¬ 
erals and the national New 
Democrats would have 28 of 
the 77 seats of the House of 
Commons representing the 
western provinces, and 
would have received 52 per 
cent of the votes cast in those 
provinces in the Feb. 18 gen¬ 
eral election. It would repre¬ 
sent 57.5 per cent of the 
voters of British Columbia, 
60.5 per cent of the voters of 
Saskatchewan and 61.4 per 
cent of the voters of Mani¬ 
toba. It would have the votes 
of only 31.7 per cent of the 
Alberta electorate, but this 
shortcoming, while regret¬ 
table, would not be fatal. 

A coalition government of 
Liberals and New Demo¬ 
crats would give to the fed¬ 
eral presence at the core of 
the Canadian political struc¬ 
ture the authority it requires 
to address long-standing eco¬ 
nomic and constitutional 
problems. Its two political 
constituents would have re¬ 
ceived 64 per cent of the 
votes cast in the recent elec¬ 
tion. 

Its moral authority to 
stand down the government 
of secessionist Premier 
Rene Levesque in Quebec 
would be unchallenged. Its 
capacity to resist the de¬ 
mands of Premier Lougheed 
for rapidly escalating oil 
prices would be enhanced by 
the fact that its New Demo¬ 
crat element campaigned on 
a platform of moderate rates 
of increase in the price of 
petroleum and gained many 
votes in Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba and B.C. from con¬ 
sumers no more thrilled than 
their counterparts in Ontario 
by the prospect of higher 
costs for gasoline and fuel 
oil. 

After 30 years of neglect, 
the Canadian government 
must begin to take in hand 
the dramatic innovations in 
economic strategy required 
to eliminate this nation’s 
payments deficits and re¬ 
duce the huge external debts 
incurred to pay for ‘those 
deficits.

He pledged any future gov¬ 
ernment of his to work for a 
reduction in Canada’s trade 
deficit under the Canada 
U.S. Auto Pact. 

Trudeau advocated a mas¬ 
sive expansion of Petro-Can- 
ada and disavowed any in 
tent to undertake any huge 
expansion of armaments 
spending. The NDP can feel 
comfortable with this pro¬ 
gram, and under other condi¬ 
tions would feel tempted to 
sue for plagiarism. 

Many Canadian political 
observers scoff at the idea of 
coalition government as in¬ 
compatible with the two 
party system, but the Cana¬ 
dian electorate has repudiat 
ed the two-party system by 
supporting three major,,par¬ 
lies. Most nations in Western 
Europe have coalition gov 
ernments, and often they 
have been highly successful. 

The professed goals of the 
Liberals and New Demo 
crats are compatible. A na¬ 
tional government with 172 
seats, representing 64 per 
cent of Canada’s voters, 
would have the authority to 
undertake the dramatic de 
partures in economic policy 
required to reduce this na 
tion’s external debts and bal 
ance its international ac 
counts. Such a government 
would have nation-wide rep 
resentation in the House of 
Commons.

PALM SPRINGS has been winter home to thou¬ 
sands of British Columbians down through the 
years. The warm, bucolic style of living generates 
new life in tired bones and you must admit that hot 
sun is somewhat nicer than cold drizzle. But I’m 
here to tell you there’s a smidgen of trouble in lotus 
land. 

Whereas a place like Victoria had a record 
tourist season in 1979, Palm Springs <and surround¬ 
ing areas of Palm Desert, Rancho Mirage and 
Indio) is experiencing one of the worst tourist 
seasons on record. One motel manager told me it 
was the most dismal season he had experienced in 
nearly 30 years. He put it down to a big increase in 
gasoline prices ($1.28 per American gallon,)and a 
nearly 20 per cent surcharge on Canadian money. I 
think he could have added one other significant 
factor — one of the warmest North American 
winters on record. People are simply staying 
home. 

VACANCY SIGNS were everywhere and British 
Columbia licence plates not nearly as prominent as 
in seasons past. On two days running there were no 
lineups for service at famed Louise’ Pantry and this 
marked the first time in living memory. And yet, 
there are 100,000 new housing units (houses, condos, 
hotel and motel rooms) being built in the area right 
now. Housing prices have gone out of sight — like 
a two bedroom condo that sold for $47,000 just four 
years ago and is now selling for $210,000. 

And newspaper headlines stating the ex-chief of 
police of Palm Springs had been robbed at knife¬ 
point by intruders inside a home he was visiting, add 
a significant change in peace of mind. The story 
went on to relate purse snatchings and muggings on 
the famed main drag of Palm Canyon and all of a 
sudden the once “safe” city takes on a different hue. 
In this regard, however, officials were quick to point 
out the already strong police forces would be further 
augmented to eradicate the new problems. 

PRICES ARE NO longer that much lower (if 
any) than prices in our town. Motel accommodation 
is, without question, much cheaper than compar¬ 
able accommodation in Victoria. Food prices, which 
were 24 per cent cheaper three years ago, are now 
about the same and, of course, you tack on the dollar 
differential. Palm Springs is still a good holiday 
buy. but no longer the great bargain it once was. 

Writing about hotels and motels brings to mind 
the great attitude difference between Palm Springs 
innkeepers and their brethren in Lake Placid, New 
York. Hotel managers in Lake Placid boosted their 
prices to $150 per night during the Olympic Games 
— roughly three times the norm. Restaurant owners 
doubled food costs and motorists needing tows for 
their cars, were dunned $100. In Palm Springs, 
during the disastrous floods, motel and hotel owners 
welcomed flooded-out citizens to their rooms at $20 a 
night — rooms that normally went for $70 per 
night. 

Like to report to his legion of Victoria friends 
that Sam Swetnam is enjoying much better health 
than he did this past summer when he had to 
undergo a series of operations at Royal Jubilee. The 
desert sun has rejuvenated him and he has regained 
40 of the 47 pounds he lost during his operations. Had 
a round of golf with Sam and he is s(ill the same old 
sandbagger— he recently won a tournament at his 
course (Desert Island) prompting pro Stan Leonard 
to quip nobody bets against Sam anymore. 

And for those who wonder how I managed a 
reasonable tan on this rather wet vacation, the 
answer is simple. Rust.

On Feb. 17, the Colonist 
published a letter from Jim 
Askey to B.C. Environment

responsible and self-denying 
act of releasing unharmed 
the long-sought quarry. 

Logic surely dictates that 
releasing a fish unharmed to 
spawn, and thereby helping 
to ensure a healthy resource 
for the future, is far less 
barbaric than cracking its 
skull on the nearest boul¬ 
der or wooden truncheon so 
that the angler can parade 
“proof positive” of his prow- 
ess before family and 
friends. Surely Askey, Mer¬ 
riman and others inflicted 
with the ‘great white hunter’ 
syndrome must realize that 
steelhead are far more valu¬ 
able in the river than they 
are in the freezer. 

It is reasonable to antici¬ 
pate criticism of the new 
regulations from inex¬ 
perienced or ill-informed 
sportsmen. It is not reason¬ 
able, however, to expect it 
from Askey or Merriman. 

The new regulations en¬ 
sure protection for steelhead 
stocks and yet provide an 
opportunity for all Vancou¬ 
ver Island steelheaders to 
enjoy a quality angling ex¬ 
perience. Clearly, at a time 
of growing angling pressure 
and of an ever diminishing 
wild resource, the fish and 
wildlife branch should be 
applauded for having the 
foresight and the political 
courage to act decisively.

B.C. houses up 35% 

Mortgages 
ignored 
by buyers 

TORONTO (CP) — Canadian home buyers are show¬ 
ing a lot of stamina in the face of generally higher 
prices and increasing interest rates on mortgages, Claud 
Root, vice-president of real estate for Royal Trust Co., said 
Thursday. 

The company’s offices across Canada reported prices 
jumping as much as 35 per cent since last June in 
British Columbia. But some regions, such as Winnipeg, 
showed little change, while others ranged up to about 10 
per cent. 

Root said he had expected the real estate market to 
drop recently because of prices and climbing interest 
rates, but it is still robust. 

“People seem to have come to terms with high in¬ 
terest/’ he told a news conference. “They’re asking 
themselves can I afford it, or not afford it. 

“They’re no longer concerned about interest charges. If 
Mrs. Smith wants her bungalow, she’s going to get it.” 

He said there are several factors buoying the real es¬ 
tate market, including a large number of single per¬ 
sons buying homes and families with two incomes. 

Interest on mortgages have been increased in the last 
two days by some major lenders by half or three-quarters a 
percentage point to 14^ or 14% per cent. 

Root said that probably few home buyers are actual¬ 
ly paying those rates. Most buyers either are getting a 
home with a mortgage set at 10 or 11 per cent a couple of 
years ago or purchasing a new home where mortgages 
were arranged in those levels by the builder some time 
ago. 

Buyers of such homes, however, will likely have to 
face higher mortgage rates when they renew the mort¬ 
gages in a few years — “but they don’t seem to be wor¬ 
ried about that,” Root said.

vember. Sales then jumped 
72.6 per cent in December 
and 61.5 per cent in January, 
compared with a year ear¬ 
lier. February is also ex¬ 
pected to be strong, aided by 
Ontario’s temporary sales 
tax cancellation on 1979 
cars. 

Some of the contributing 
factors of the surge include 
the. introduction of new 
models in the fall, a decision 
by the importers to hold the 
line on prices and the pre¬ 
dicted rise in gasoline 
prices. All of these factors 
made the fuel-efficient 
smaller imports look good 
again, Mackie said.

Canada looking better — abroad

Canada’s dollar, looking 
more robust lately, should 
get even stronger before the 
end of the year, according to 
the senior economist with 
the investment firm of Mid¬ 
land Doherty Ltd. Roger 
Keane, Toronto, said here in 
an interview Thursday that 
his firm expects to see a 
90-91-cent dollar (U.S.), the 
guess based on an expected 
growing inflow of foreign 
funds. 

Keane, after addressing a 
group of Victoria-area bank, 
trust company and other fi¬ 
nancial people, said that 
there is perhaps as much as 
$600 billion in built-up capital 
abroad in Eurodollars, all 
collected because of the 
OPEC embargo of 1973 and 
its consequences. Canada, 
on the other hand, will have 
what Keane estimates as a 


current-account deficit of 
about $&* billion, an amount 
larger than the 1979 estimate 
of $5.3 billon.

Big days ahead in options trade 


The options market, which has taken on 
unexpected strength along with the strong 
Canadian shares performance, is heading 
for even bigger things. 

John Vivash, a vice-president of Midland 
Doherty, Toronto, and a member of the 
TSE options committee, said in an inter¬ 
view here Thursday that the U.S. Securi¬ 
ties and Exchange Commission (SEC) is 
about to lift Its 30-months-long moratori¬ 
um on the number of shares allowed to 
take part in such trading on five U.S. ex¬ 
changes. 

The SEC, he said, limits such trading to 
200 stocks and an easing of the restric¬ 
tion, brought about as a precautionary 


measure, would likely increase that num¬ 
ber to 300. 

Further, Vivash added, this would likely 
mean an extension of the current 46 
Canadian issues being traded in Toronto 
and Montreal. He expects to see about 100 
Canadian shares on the options ex¬ 
changes. 

The options expert says that interest in 
the method of investment has doubled in 
each of the last seven years since they 
became popular in the U.S. Trading in 
Canadian options didn’t begin until 1976. 

Vavish gave a brief lecture in options 
strategy to Midland Doherty clients Thurs¬ 
day afternoon.

Eritrea: Russia urging talks 


BERKELEY, Calif. (UP1) 
— The 16 year-old daughter 
of slain Peoples Temple de¬ 
fectors Al and Jeannie Mills 
died without regaining con¬ 
sciousness Thursday, ending 
any hope she could provide 
police with clues in the puz¬ 
zling case. 

Dapnene Mills, shot twice 
in the head, was found near 
the bodies of her parents. 

The slayings remained a 
mystery that confounded po¬ 
lice and frightened dozens of 
other former members of

LONDON (UPI) — Vio¬ 
lent crime is on the rise in 
London, but it still has a 
long way to go to catch up 
with most other cities, a 
Scotland Yard study 
showed Thursday. 

Statistics from Scot¬ 
land Yard showed the 
number of murders inj 
London jumped from 118 
in 1978 to 179 last year— 
nearly a 50 per cent in¬ 
crease. 

Muggings of elderly 
people were also up 
sharply. 

But even with its dra¬ 
matic crime increase 
London only had four 
murders per 100,000 resi 
dents. The 1977 murder 
rate in Fresno, Calif 
was nearly six times 
higher and the 1977 mur 
der rate in New York was 
five times higher. 


Jim Jones’ murder-suicide 
cult. 

There was no apparent 
motive, no real clue and no 
suspect. 

But there was fea^fear 
that somewhere there was 
an emerging hit squad com¬ 
missioned by Jones to punish 
defectors just before the 
charismatic leader inspired 
the suicide and murder of 914 
persons in Guyana in 1978. 

The Mills, attracted by 
Jones’ early mix of religion, 
community service and lib¬ 
eralism, joined his fledgling 
group in 1969. 

Six years later, as public 
humiliations and beatings 
became common, they with¬ 
drew after a vicious beating 
of their daughter that was 
ordered by Jones. 

They opened a rest home 
in Berkeley, and since were 
successful enough to acquire 
eight houses. 

Eventually they opened 
the Human Freedom Centre, 
a place given police protec¬ 
tion while it sought to help 
Peoples Temple defectors. 
After the Guyana massacre, 
Mrs. Mills published a book 
about her experiences. 

As two of the sect’s most 
vocal enemies, they fre¬ 
quently said they would be 
assassinated by a squad of 
Jones’ surviving loyalists. 

Mills, 51, and his wife, 40, 
were each shot in the fore¬ 
head with bullets that ex¬ 
ploded on impact. Their 
bodies were found Tuesday 
night in their bedroom, along 
with Daphene. 

The Mills’ son, Eddie, 17, 
was in an adjacent bedroom 
watching television but said 
he did not hear the shots 
because he was “stoned.” 
Skin tests were being studied 
to determine if he had re¬ 
cently fifed a gun.

BEIRUT (Reuter) — The 
Soviet Union, apparently 
alarmed by heavy military 
losses inflicted on its Ethio¬ 
pian ally, is urging a nego¬ 
tiated end to the war in Ethi- 
opia’s strategic Red Sea 
province of Eritrea, Arab 
diplomatic sources said 
Thursday. 

They said the Russians 
had stressed their desire for 
a peaceful settlement in 
talks this month with the 
head of a major guerrilla 
group fighting for the inde¬ 
pendence of Eritrea. 

The 18-year-old Eritrean 
war is Africa’s longest con¬ 
flict. Ethiopian troops 
trained and armed by the 
Soviet Union are fighting 
guerrillas of the Eritrean 
Liberation Front-Revolu¬ 
tionary Council (ELF—RC) 
and the Eritrean Popular 
Liberation Front (EPLF). 

According to the sources, 
ELF-RC chief Ahmed 
Nasser was invited to Mos¬ 
cow by the Central Commit¬ 
tee of the Soviet Communist 
party after the Ethiopians 
suffered a series of crushing 
defeats, including the loss of 
at least 450 elite troops in a 
one-week battle north of the 
Red Sea port of Assab this 
month. 

Western diplomats said 
the Soviet Union seemed re¬ 
luctant to commit more 
weapons and advisers to the 
war in Eritrea following the 
Kremlin’s intervention in 
Afghanistan. 

“They don’t want to be 
dragged deeper into Eritrea 
at a time when they need to 
concentrate on areas nearer 
home,” one envoy said. 

Roughly 965 kilometres of 
coastline on the Red Sea—a 
major Western shipping lane 
—make Eritrea an area of 
strategic importance. 

The Arab diplomatic 
sources said the Russians 
had proposed that Ahmed 
Nasser’s guerrillas establish 
direct contact with the 
Marxist Ethiopian govern¬ 
ment of Colonel Mengistu 
Haile Mariam, one of the 
Kremlin's closest allies.

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Satellite TV program pirates 
spreading with new technology 


r-What it takes to set up receiving station—i 


To set up an Earth 
Receiving Station, the 
following are needed: 

• A parabolic dish 
antenna as small as 
three metres in diame¬ 
ter, 

• A low-noise ampli¬ 
fier to boost the weak 
satellite signals, 


• And a modulator 
to convert the high-fre¬ 
quency satellite signal 
to a frequency usable 
on an ordinary TV 
set.

Television stations that illegally pick up satellite trans¬ 
missions are growing rapidly in remote areas of northern 
B.C. and the Lower Mainland. 

The bug has apparently not reached Victoria yet. but 
new technology is bringing the day ever closer. 

First-run movies, special events, live boxing and other 
sports, along with a host of television channels, can be 
plucked off the airwaves for a relatively modest invest¬ 
ment. 

The source: TV signals beamed up to satellites or¬ 
biting the earth in synchronous orbit above the equa 
tor. 

TIIE SIGNALS are intended to be bounced back to legal 
receiving stations throughout the United States and Can¬ 
ada. (See also Page 23.) 

According to a report in the March issue of Popular 
Science magazine, a knowledgable person can put to¬ 
gether his own Earth Receiving Station for as little as 
S200, although $1,000 would be a more realistic figure. 

Legal ERS’s, also known as television-receive-only 
stations, are operating in Victoria and in at least five 
North Island centres—Port Alberni, Port Hardy, Port 
Alice, Port McNeill and the Crown Zellerbach logging 
camp at Mahatta River, 25 miles by air from Port 
Hardy. 

SUBSCRIBERS to cable television services in those 
areas receive Canadian stations similar to those served up to 
Victoria area audiences. But the U.S. fare is more exotic. 

Peter Johnson, owner of Selkirk Cablevision Ltd. in 
Port Hardy, said the U.S. stations his subscribers re¬ 
ceive are WTBS from Atlanta, Ga.. and WGN from 
Chicago. 

Johnson said, however, he is opposed in principle to 
running other special services designed for pay-TV subscrib¬ 
ers in the U.S. w ithout having the necessary permits. 

These include permission from the Canadian Radio¬ 
television and Telecommunications Corp., and an agreement 
for royalties with the originating company. 


However, logging camps in many areas of B.C. have 
their own Earth Receiving Stations and apparently log¬ 
gers are enjoying up to 60 channels, including services 
run by a company called Home Box Office, Warner 
Star Channel (a service of Warner Brothers), Enter¬ 
tainment Sports Network, and Showtime West (a movie 
channel). 

THE B.C. MOTION Picture Theatre Association is seek¬ 
ing legal assistance in a drive to curtail illegal earth 
satellite stations in B.C. and the Yukon. 

The association wants to shut down about 80 stations 
which are picking up signals from American satellites 
and transmitting them to subscribers. The stations are 
springing up in northern B.C. and the Yukon and the¬ 
atre owners are afraid they will cover all areas of the 
province. 

The stations are not licensed either by the depart¬ 
ment of communications or the CRTC. 


The motion picture association says these stations 
are having a major impact on community theatres in 
the North. 

The association has passed a motion allowing its execu¬ 
tive to obtain legal counsel in an effort to have the stations 
closed or brought under government control. 

VICTORIA CABLEVLSION Ltd. manager Len Charlish 
said the dish antenna on top of the company headquarters on 
Shelboume is licensed only to carry live reports from 
the House of Commons, under an agreement with the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corp. 

Charlish said cable companies have been pressing 
for three years for the right to operate pay-TV in Can¬ 
ada, but have run into a barrage of opposition from a 
broad spectrum of special interest groups. 

The CRTC and the federal government have yet to 
agree on a way to resolve the problem. 

Illegal stations have been set up at a number of points 
in the Lower Mainland, and a confrontation is brewing be-

tween Communications Canada and the owners of a 
North Vancouver apartment block where one such station 
has been setup. 


IN THE U.S.. the Federal Communications Commis 
sion ruled recently that private reception terminals arc 
perfectly legal, and they may be purchased on a “ready to 
run” basis for $10,000, or as components for $5,000 to 
$7,000. 

Radio Shack in the U.S. is planning to offer an ERS to 
hobbyists for about $1,000 by late 1981, but a spokesman for a 
Victoria branch of the company said Thursday night he had 
not heard of any plans for it here. 

He added that he was unaware of any group or per 
son in Victoria even inquiring about how to go about 
building one.

Supplement two runs by 
the Queen of Prince Rupert 
w ith three jetfoil runs a day, 
or put the Princess Mar¬ 
guerite back on the Victoria- 
Seattle run! 

That’s Victoria city coun¬ 
cil’s advice to the provincial 
government. 

It wasn’t exactly what Aid. 
Robin Blencoe had in mind 
when he raised the matter. 

An original motion, intro¬ 
duced by Blencoe, urged the 
government to reconsider its 
decision to use the Queen of 
Prince Rupert and take an¬ 
other look at the possibility 
of using the Princess Mar¬ 
guerite instead. 

But that motion was de¬ 
feated in a four-to-three vote 
with aldermen Gretchen 
Brewin, John Cooper and 


Blencoe voting in favor and 
aldermen Robert Wright, 
Frank Carson, Ken Sinclair 
and William McElroy voting 
against. 

The second motion, asking 
the government to supple¬ 
ment the Queen of Prince 
Rupert’s service with a jet¬ 
foil was put before council 
by Wright and the same al¬ 
dermen who killed Blencoe’s 
motion voted in favor of 
Wright’s. 

Wright told council he and 
Blencoe were basically “on 
the same track.” The aim 
was to get as many tourists 
to Victoria as possible. 

But Blencoe said he never 
intended to endorse a jetfoil 
service. His intention had 
been to get the Princess 
Marguerite back into service 
for at least another year. 


He said he doubted the 
Queen of Pirnce Rupert 
would be able to make two 
runs a day, because that 
meant passengers on the 
second return trip to Seattle 
wouldn’t be able to leave 
until midnight. 

Blencoe also said the cost 
of converting the Queen of 
Prince Rupert was a waste 
of money. 

And although the govern¬ 
ment had said the Mar¬ 
guerite wasn’t fit for another 
year’s service, there was 
evidence to the contrary, 
Blencoe told council. 

“The Canadian Coast 
Guard inspection revealed 
that the Maggie rs in better 
shape than ever before. They 
gave it a clean bill of 
health,” he said. 

Wright said he agreed with 


Blencoe that the Rupert 
would create problems. But 
he added that the most ex¬ 
pensive cost item, convert¬ 
ing the ship to side-loading, 
could be deleted. 

“The Marguerite could 
only carry 50 cars. So let’s 
forget about cars,” Wright 
said. 

Using a jetfoil in addition 
to the Rupert, on the other 
hand, would increase the 
number of people who could 
come to Victoria to 2,350 a 
day, 550 more than the Mar¬ 
guerite could handle, he 
said. 

If, however, the govern¬ 
ment shouldn’t be able to get 
a jetfoil, it should give seri¬ 
ous consideration to press¬ 
ing the Marguerite back into 
service for another year, 
Wright said. # 


Abortion group expands 
but its future uncertain 


Victoria General Hospi¬ 
tal’s therapeutic abortion 
committee will be expand¬ 
ed to seven members, but 
whether the change will per¬ 
mit abortions to resume at 
the hospital is unclear. 

The decision made Thurs¬ 
day night is also to be tem¬ 
porary—the expanded com¬ 
mittee has been given 
authorization to function 
only during the month of 
March, ensuring that the 
hospital board will be wres¬ 
tling with the problem again 
at its next monthly meeting. 

Abortions at the hospital 
were stopped this month 
when the hospital’s own 
therapeutic abortion com¬ 
mittee challenged the right 
of the board to appoint a 
second therapeutic abortion 
committee. The action came 
as a result of the Vic General 
committee’s departure from 
past practice of approving 99 
per cent of the applications 
they receive. 

At its January meeting the 
board had approved the 
membership of the more lib¬ 
eral Jubilee committee, ena¬ 
bling that committee to rule 
on applications for abortions 
to be performed at the Gen¬ 
eral. 

Although it has been rou¬ 
tine in the past, appointing 
the second committee may 
be a violation of the Criminal 
Code and the hospital’s own 
bylaws, neither of which 
provide for a second com¬ 
mittee, the VGH committee 
said. 

A legal opinion obtained by 
the board said the appoint¬ 
ment of two committees puts 
the board in/‘a sensitive 
legal position,” board chair¬ 
man Alan Patterson noted. 

Patterson said the board’s

that the board has to “define 
their expectations.” 


Gallery asks director 
to reconsider parting 


An attempt will be made by the board of 
the Art Gallery of Greater Victoria to 
persuade gallery director Roger Boulet to 
reconsider his resignation. 

Chairman Burton Kurth said Thursday 
the matter would be discussed initially 
at an executive meeting expected early 
next week and later with the 15-member 
board. 

Boulet submitted his resignation earlier 
this week, giving a “deteriorating rela¬ 
tionship” between some board members 
and himself as the reason. 

“I must say that I regret he came to this 
decision,” Kurth said, crediting Boulet 


with the gallery’s present status as one of 
the major art museums in Western Can¬ 
ada. 

Boulet remained unavailable for com¬ 
ment Thursday, but his resignation after 
five years followed a weekend board meet¬ 
ing at which plans for the gallery’s orga¬ 
nization were discussed. 

Kurth described the differences of opin¬ 
ion between Boulet and some board mem 
bers as “an honest disagreement about 
matters of organization.” 

If Boulet does not reconsider his resigna¬ 
tion, Kurth said, a selection committee 
would be struck to find a replacement.

MONTREAL (CP) - Philadelphia 
Flyers coach Pat Quinn has been suspend¬ 
ed for three games and fined $1,000 for 
allowing a bench-clearing fight with Van¬ 
couver Canucks last Friday, the National 
Hockey League announced Thursday. 

Philadelphia also received an auto¬ 
matic fine of $5,000 because one of the 
Flyers was the first to leave the bench 
during an altercation, for the third time 
this season. 


Flyers defenceman Frank Bathe, the 
player who left the bench first, got an auto¬ 
matic one-game suspension and was sus¬ 
pended without pay for two additional 
games. 

Other players from both teams got 
automatic fines totalling $4,100. 

Executive vice-president Brian O’Neill 
of the NHL issued the fines and suspen¬ 
sions after a hearing in Montreal Tuesday 


attended by Quinn, Flyers’ general man¬ 
ager Keith Allen and NHL referee-in-chief 
Scotty Morrison. 

The Feb. 22 incident caused a delay of 
about 45 minutes and resulted in 258 
minute in penalties, with 15 players being 
ejected from the game — eight from Van¬ 
couver and seven from Philadelphia. 

The NHL said Quinn denied telling 
Bathe to leave the bench, but acknow¬

' Nanaimo waters are still hot for 
winter Chinooks, but as the herring 
are moving in closer to shore where 
they will spawn, so are the salmon, 
and one angler got a 14-pounder 
casting off the rocks. George Nosky 
reports “there are lots of five- 
pounders, good numbers of nine to 
10-pounders and a few big ones.” 

Cowichan’s Bold Bluff has been 
producing Chinooks in the 10 and 
12-pound range for moochers and 
anglers who are trolling very deep. 
Chemainus waters have produced a 
few Chinooks and a few smaller fish 
have been taken off Porlier Pass.

THE HERRING ARRIVED at 

Active Pass in numbers this week. 
The sea lions are back and cormo¬ 
rants and other birds have been seen 
from the ferries working on the 
schools of herring. Up until now the 
herring have been mainly schooling 
in Navy Channel where they were so 
deep they were almost impossible to 
jig- 

Now is the time to make that trip 
to Active Pass to get some big her¬ 
ring to eat and to provide herring 
strip for this year’s sport fishing.

Anglers have been getting 
eight and nine-pounders and lots of 
coho shakers off the Bedfords. A few 
anglers working inside Becher Bay 
between the log booms and inside the 
Bedfords have been getting 13 and 
14-pounders and a few in the 20s. 

Sooke waters have been spotty. 
Gordon Walters and companion got a 
16.9-pounder and five other fish off 
Otter Point Sunday. Vern Exton 
picked up two eight-pounders, two 
six-pounders and four smaller fish on 
Saturday. On Friday Harm Vander- 
horst and party fished between Otter 
Point and Sheringham Lighthouse 
and got an eight-pounder and sev¬ 
eral smaller salmon. 

NANAIMO RIVER has been good 
for catch and release steelheaders, 
but the river rose considerably after 
Wednesday night rains. 

Steelheaders are reminded all 
Vancouver Island streams are catch 
and release, barbless hook, no bait 
rivers now for conservation reasons. 
All wild fish must be returned, but 
adipose fin-clipped hatchery fish 
may be kept. Those fish will be 
caught mainly in the Big Qualicum, 
Quinsam and Campbell Rivers. 

Trout fishing in the lakes is 
starting. Shawnigan has been good 
and Somenos and Quamichan have 
also been producing. Now is the time 
for the big trout in Cowichan Lake.

Thompson posted Ms 66 in 
the morning round and it 
stood up until Pohl came 
inwith his 34-30 total late in 
the day.

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Fratianne delays 
pro skate career 

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Linda Fratianne, apparently 
feeling a surge of patriotism after visiting with President 
Carter recently, said Thursday she is going to delay 
turning professional in order to “represent my country” 
in the world figure skating championships next month. 

“I decided to put my personal feelings aside,” Fra¬ 
tianne, silver medalist at the Lake Placid Olympics, told a 
news conference. “I will be competing for another world 
championship. Following that, 1 expect to forego my 
amateur status.” 

The news conference had been billed as one in which 
Frantianne, 19, would announce “a signing and career 
plans,” raising speculation that she was going to say 
she had joined one of the professional ice shows. 

“I decided when 1 met the president to put my country 
fiTst,” explained Fratianne. "If I didn’t go to the world 
championships, we would be represented by only two 
girls.” 

Fratianne, world champion in 1977 and 1979, fin¬ 
ished a close second to East German Annette Poetzch at 
Lake Placid last week after falling behind in the opening 
round of compulsory figures. 

She said that in addition to representing her country in 
the world championships at Dortmund, West Germany, 
next month, she hoped to “show the world I’m the 
best." 

Fratianne said she was not currently negotiating to turn 

pro. 

Fratianne said she was also inspired by some of her 
fellow Olympic'athletes. 

"I think the hockey team winning when it wasn’t sup¬ 
posed to really inspired me,” she said. “And I also talked a 
lot with Tai (Babilonia) and Randy (Gardner), and they 
helped to make up my mind, too.” 

The Babilonia-Gardner pair skating team, among the 
favorites going into the Olympics, was forced to withdraw 
from the Lake Placid competition because of an injury 
suffered by Gardner. 


Killanin raps Carter 

MILAN, Italy (AP) — Lord Killanin, president of the 
International Olympic Committee, was quoted Thursday as 
saying the Moscow Summer Games “have never been in 
doubt” in spite of threatened boycott by some countries and 
criticized political interferences by the United States and So¬ 
viet sides. 

“It is a pity that Olympics take place in the same year 
of U.S. presidential elections. I could be wrong but it 
is my impression President Jimmy Carter would have 
acted in another way without elections at the doors,” Lord 
Killanin was quoted as saying in an interview to Milan’s 
Gazzetta Dello Sport, Italy’s largest sports newspaper. 

President Carter has called for the United States to boycott 
the Moscow Olympics. 

Killanin was quoted as saying: 

“The approach of politicians toward Olympic games is 
wrong. I think President Carter should have consulted the 
U.S. Olympic Commitee beforetaking any action. At the 
same time it is unacceptable that the Soviet government 
claims that Olympics are a recognition for jts foreign 
policy. Olympic games have been granted to Moscow for 
what the Soviet Union has done in sport and for sports 
since 1952”. 

Meanwhile, Boston will make a strong bid to become the 
site of “alternative Olympics” this summer, and it shouldn’t 
cost city taxpayers a cent, Mayor Kevin H. White said Thurs¬ 
day. 

He announced the formation of a nine-member com¬ 
mittee to investigate the possibility and said one member, 
Tufts University President Dr. Jean Mayer, has contacted 
the White House and legal counsel. 

White said Mayer will go to the White House today to 
discuss the possibility.

Lawrence of the B.C. Lions announced Thursday he is 
leaving the Canadian Football League club to become 
kicking coach for the Kansas City Chiefs of the National 
Football League. 

Lawrence was hired by the Lions in 1978 as coach for the 
defensive line and linebackers. With the addition of a fifth 
club coach last season, he was able to concentrate on the

Lawrence, who played offensive guard and defensive 
tackle for the Washington Redskins from 1959 to 1962, 
began his coaching career in 1963 at the University of 
Notre Dame.

Gowsell opens with Horrigan 


CALGARY (CP) - Paul 
Gowsell Is a rebel to some 
well-entrenched members of 
the curling establishment. 

The 22-year-old skip with 
the flaming red hair is noted 
for his brashness. He has a 
reputation for being loud 
while using profane lan¬ 
guage at times. He prefers 
blue jeans to flannels in a 
sport where color co-ordin¬ 
ated outfits are the rule for 
members of rinks. 

But the controversial Cal¬ 
gary skip, who said after he 
won the Alberta men’s title, 
“I’ve never even seen a 
Brier game played,” is also 
talented and rates as one of 
the favorites in the Canadian 
men’s curling champion¬ 
ships starting Sunday. 

Gowsell will face B.C. 
champion Tim Horrigan and 
his Victoria Curling Club 
rink of Lowell Goulden, 
Kelly Horrigan and Dave 
Smith in the first round. 

Gowsell, who has directed 
his rink to about $150,000 in 
bonspiel money tourna¬ 
ments the last three years, 
has recently improved his 
image — slightly. Hair that 
once looked like a straw 
broom parted in the middle 
now is shaped, though still 
long. Even his beard is 
neater. 

He quit his job as a survey¬ 
or last October to concen¬ 
trate on curling, or “my oc¬ 
cupation.” 

“He’s been damn fortu¬ 
nate,” his father, Bob, said. 
“There are too many good 
curlers around.” 

The appearance of the 
cocky Gowsell, two-time 
winner of the world junior 
men’s title — and his rink of 
third Neil Houston, second 
Glen Jackson and lead Kelly 
Stearne comes at a time 
when the sport is undergoing 
a transition. 

It’s now the Labatt Brier, 
for the new sponsor taking 
over from Macdonald To¬ 
bacco Co., which dropped 
out in the 50th championship 
in 1979. 

For the first 50 years, a 
round-robin schedule, with¬ 
out a playoff, determined the 
national champion. Ttfe 1980 
tournament, with the winner 
advancing to the world com¬ 
petition later this month in 
Moncton, N.B., will feature a 
round-robin preliminary se¬ 
ries. 

At the conclusion of the 
12-rink preliminary tourna¬ 
ment, the top three teams 
will advance to the playoffs, 
with the first-place rink re¬ 
ceiving a bye into the final. 
The second- and third-place 
rinks will meet in a semi¬ 
final Saturday, March 8, 
with the winner going 
against the first-place team 
in the final the following 
day. 

Gowsell, who was evicted 
from the host motel the day 
after winning the A event in 
the Alberta playoffs, will 
have his hands full against a 
number of rinks. 

One of them will be Rick 
Folk and his Saskatchewan 
crew from Saskatoon. Folk 
will be representing his 
province for the third con¬ 
secutive year, although this 
time he will have Ron Mills 
at third instead of Bob 
Thompson. Other members 
of his rink, which finished in 
a tie for second place last 
year with Northern Ontario, 
both at 8-3, are second Tom 
Wilson and lead Jim Wilson. 

Missing from the cham¬ 
pionship will be Winnipeg’s 


Barry Fry, who won the title 
last year with a 10-1 record. 
He was eliminated in the 
semi-finals of the world 
championship by Norway’s 
Kristian Soerum who won 
the crown with a 5-4 decision 
over Peter Attinger of Swit¬ 
zerland. 

Manitoba will be repre¬ 
sented by Earle Morris of 
the Canadian Forces Base 
Curling Club in Winnipeg. 
Morris, who came up empty 
four successive years in the 
Ontario championship, will 
have brothers Clare and 
Garry DeBlonde, at third 
and second respectively, and 
Warren Winston at lead. 

Jim Ursel of Montreal, 


winner of the Canadian title 
in 1977, will be making his 
seventh appearance — sixth 
as a skip — in the competi¬ 
tion. He wound up with a 5-6 
record last year and this 
time has Lauren Steventon 
at second, replacing Warren 
Wallace. 

At third for Ursel will be 
Don Aitken, with Malcolm 
Turner playing lead. 

The appearances as a skip 
ties Ursel with Reg Stone of 
Trail for most times compet¬ 
ing as a skip in the national 
men’s championship. 

Al Deimage of Yellow¬ 
knife will represent the Ter¬ 
ritories. 

Representing Ontario will 


be Russ Howard of Penetan- 
guishene and Al Hackner 
will skip the Northern On¬ 
tario foursome from Thun¬ 
der Bay. 

Wayne Hamilton directs 
his St. John’s rink from New¬ 
foundland, Ted McHadyen 
heads the Prince Edward Is¬ 
land representative from 
Crapaud, Peter Hope skips 
the Dartmouth rink from 
Nova Scotia and Richard Be 
lyea, who uses a whistle to 
signal his sweeping calW, 
will skip the Saint John entry 
from New Brunswick.

OTTAWA — From elections, there emerge not 
only winners and losers, but a breed that can only be 
described as survivors. 

A winner, for instance, is someonewho not only 
captures a seat, but a seat in the party that forms the 
government and in a region where few others of his 
particular political affilitation have won. 

The odds of his moving onward and upward are 
thus vastly improved. Western Liberals Lloyd Ax- 
worthy and Bob Bockstael fall into this category. 

A loser, conversely, is someone who not only 
loses his seat, but loses it as a member of a losing 
party in an area where others in his party have 
won. 

He is cut off from any government largesse — 
appointments to various federal boards, commis¬ 
sions, benches and the Senate go to losers who 
belong to the winning party. And he loses influence 
in his own party, which pays heed first to its 
winning MPs. 

Ontario and B.C. Tory backbenchers who failed 
to retain their seats — Bob Jarvis and Alex Jupp of 
Ontario; Don Cameron and Don Taylor of B.C., to 
name just a few — make up this category. 

Then there are the survivors. 

In a peculiar way, it doesn’t really matter 
whether they win or lose, or whether they belong to a 
winning or losing party. Quebec Liberals, for exam¬ 
ple, who routinely win their seats, and who just as 
routinely are passed over for cabinet (Ian Watson 
and Marcel Prud’homme come to mind) are survi¬ 
vors. So are Alberta Tories such as Arnold Malone 
and Doug Roche. 

More to the point, however, is the case of Robert 
(Bob) Rene de Cotret. 

He, of course, has lost more than he’s won 
during his 18 months on the federal scene. He won a 
byelection in Ottawa Centre in October, 1978, lost 
the seat last May, then lost another seat, this one in 
Quebec, last week. 

Yet he survived his first defeat — Joe Clark 
gave him a berth in the Senate and, subsequently, 
one in cabinet. 

And now, we're told, he’ll survive again, this 
time with an appointment to Clark’s staff as an 
economic adviser, replacing economist Jim Gillies 
who returns later this year to York University. 

Rumors of the appointment have raised the ire 
of a number of old-line Tories, as have rumors that 
Clark will keep on the bulk — if not all — of the other 
survivors in his personal circle (staff chief Bill 
Neville, aide lan Green and the like). 

But that’s beside the point. 

In politics, it matters not whether you win or 
lose, but how you stay in train. 


Before we leave the subject, let it be said that 
the past election produced what one might describe 
as three losers' losers — B.C. Tory Robert Brisco, 
Quebec Socred Armand Caouette and Cape Bre¬ 
ton New Democrat Andy Hogan. 

They lost their seats. 

Their parties lost. 

And they all lost a claim to parliamentary 
pensions. 

To qualify for the generous pension (21-to-75 per 
cent of average income over a six-year period, 
indexed against inflation if extra payments are 
made) MPs must serve either six years or through 
three Parliaments. 

When the last Parliament dissolved, there were 
25 MPs who were five months shy of the six-year 
qualifying period — the 25 who first won seats in the 
July 8, 1974, general election. 

Twenty-two of the group retained their seats, 
and now have a pension, come what may. 

Our three didn’t, and won't. 


Finally, of all the sum-it-up statements by 
losing candidates the one that perhaps says it all is 
this one from defeated Tory Ken Binks in Ottawa 
West: “Unfortunately, this is still a democracy.”

Doctors back nurses’ strike threat on pay 


An apple a day may keep the doctor away, but a 98 
per-cent strike mandate apparently has the opposite ef¬ 
fect, especially if it comes from several thousand angry 
registered nurses. 

The doctors of B.C. came out on the run Thursday to 
offer full support to the nurses in their battle for a 


wage catchup and better working conditions. 

“The fact that the nurses have been pushed to the 
point of having a strike vote is an example of the de¬ 
teriorating conditions of our health care plan in B.C.,” 
said Dr. Mel Petreman of Nanaimo, president of the 
B.C. Medical Association. 


Petreman said the solid strike vote was clear evi¬ 
dence “of the rightness of the nurses’ position.” 

Directors of the BCMA have unanimously backed the 
nurses’ stand and say it is important both sides—the 
Registered Nurses’ Association of B.C. and the Health 
Labor Relations Association—return to the bargaining table 
“so that health care will not suffer.” 

Arrangements have been made by mediator Clark Gil- 
mour for meetings Monday with HLRA and Tuesday 
with the RNABC. 

Petreman said the provincial government might not 
be directly involved in negotiations, but that it made 
considerable impact because of under-funding of hospi 
tals. 

Some 90 per cent of the RNs who staff 113 B.C. hospi¬ 
tals voted 98.1 per cent in favor of striking if neces¬ 
sary. They had rejected an HLRA offer of a 24-per-cent 
pay and benefit increase over two years, sticking to 
their demand for an 18 per cent wage hike in one year 
and a catchup factor that would bring the figure to 30 
per cent. 

The RNABC has argued right along that the wages of 
its members have remained too far behind those off less 
qualified workers—that the time had come to take a 
stand. 

The increase sought would raise a starting RN s pay 
from $1,305 a month to $1,711.

Pipeline would endanger 
B.C. oil supply—Davis

B.C.’s secure oil supply could be endan¬ 
gered if the Trans Mountain Pipe Line 
Ltd. proposal to ship Alaskan oil east to 
U.S. markets is adopted, former B.C. en¬ 
ergy minister Jack Davis said Thursday. 

Davis, Social Credit MLA for North Van- 
couver-Seymour, also said if the line- 
cheapest of three major alternatives being 
considered—is selected it would also mean 
higher prices to B.C. consumers. 

He said if the Trans Mountain proposal 
went ahead, oil now shipped to B.C. from 


Alberta might be diverted by the federal 
government to eastern markets. 

The competing proposals are construc¬ 
tion of a $1.5 billion Northern Tier route, 
now favored by President Carter, which 
would go entirely through the U.S., and 
the $1.8 billion Foothills Oil Pipe Line Ltd. 
proposal to move oil south in a line along 
the Alaska Highway. 

Davis says he favors the overland Foot¬ 
hills proposal.

Firm out to beat content rules via Buffalo 

Toronto near pay-TV films 


TORONTO (CP) — A Winnipeg-based company may 
offer pay-TV movies to Toronto viewers within two years via 
a new Buffalo, N.Y., station, its chairman says. 

I.ft. Asper, chairman of Canwest Capital Corp., says he 
is uneasy about the idea, but his company may be forced into 
using a U.S. station in self-defence against Canadian televi¬ 
sion regulators. 

“Unless Ottawa changes television’s Canadian content 
rules, unties our hands to let us compete effectively in the 
international market, we’ll be swamped,” Asper said this 
week. f 

He wants -federal authorities to relax their insistence 


that Canadian programs reflect Canadian culture, so these 
programs can be Americanized enough to make them 
saleable to U.S. stations. 

The extra money from such U.S. sales could help sustain 
the industry here against a new wave of U.S. competition 
coming in on space satellite channels, he said. 

Canwest, which controls the Global Network, is negot¬ 
iating with Edward Peace, who heads one of five competing 
applicants before the Federal Communications Commission 
in Washington for a licence to start Buffalo’s sixth television 
station on UHF channel 49.

from Tomorrow's Hero 
Small boy-child son of mine. 

Haloed with tight curled amber. 

Damp with the heat of you. 

Tender, defenseless. 

Softened with sleep, 

Revealing frailty to bear. 

The awful weight of manhood. 

Vulnerably sprawled, exposed. 

With one arm holding close. 

The fuzzy friend. 

You can allow yourself. 

In dark and solitude . . . 

I touch your face. You start. . . 

Still dreaming, catch yourself from falling. 

To the abyss of void, non-being. 

You struggle like the heroes. 

In the books around your room—

The poetry of Alice Ages deals 
with the psychological experience 
of being a woman. 

Her poems are almost conver¬ 
sational, and, she believes, touch 
on common concerns of most 
women. 

“It's important and very nour¬ 
ishing for most women to hear poetry 
by other women and know that they 
are not the only ones to have had 
those feelings. 

“Few women meet much in their 
lives that validates their experience. 
For the most part, we are living in a 
very male-defined world.” 

Ages said feminist poetry has 
a relevance to women’s lives that 
isn’t found in establishment-oriented 
academic work. 

“Whenever Every womans Books 
has a poetry reading the place is 
packed. It’s like a sauna in there. But 
they can have poetry readings at 
UVic, and only 12 people go. That 
shows something.” 

On the other hand, she said, 
women writers have fought to be 
taken seriously. 

“Most of us did not read women 
poets when we were growing up. 
Women’s work is still not dissemin¬ 
ated or treated as serious liter¬ 
ature.” 

Ages related how a teacher at 
UVic a few years ago was asked 
why his survey course in literature 
did not include any women writers— 
the Bronte sisters, Austen, Woolf, for 
example. 

Ages said the teacher replied: 
‘Because women are minor writ¬ 
ers.’ 

Ages said it was true a woman 
could not have written Tolstoy’s War 
and Peace because “no woman was 
even allowed to cross the street by 
herself then.” 

However, she noted that women 
wrote on domestic and social sub¬ 
jects with brilliance, as in the case of 
Jane Austen. 

And where the Irish poet Wil¬ 
liam Butler Yeats pleaded half a 
century ago for his daughter’s pas¬ 
sive refinement in “A Prayer For My 
Daughter,” Ages can write today in 
her poem “Gynogeny:” 

“One thing I ask ... Be you no 
lady./Lady, like moon, is ad¬ 


junct. /Pulled on a path not of her 
choosing . . .” 

In “Gynogeny,” written for her 
daughter, Ages also writes: 

”.... Validation from outside. 
Cannot give sense of self. 

Lady Is selfless. 

Voracious hunger and vindic¬ 
tive rage. 

Hide where her self should be. 
And masquerade as generosity. 
Peripheral to others. 

In her own cosmology, 

She can but serve. 

With joyless plodding inno¬ 
cence. 

Those whom she serves bear 
guilt. 

And full responsibility. 

For her unhappiness ... 

Be your own woman. 

It will take you a lifetime. 

To expore the full reach. 

And wealth of everything that 
is.. 

Ages said about these lines: 

“I see this as the impotence 
box a lot of women feel trapped in, 
that they can only serve or feel 
other people’s achievements. 

“The principal roles go to fathers 
and sons. If a woman has given *up 
any claim to action in her world, her 
husband owes it to her to make her 
happy by succeeding, which is an 
impossible guilt burden. 

“This is where you get the 
whole guilt-inducing set-up of ‘I gave 
you the best years of my life’ sort of 
thing. 

‘‘It seems to me women ought 
not to set aside their own goals to 
do that kind of emotional rescuing 
for men. 

“The feminist vision goes to¬ 
ward encouraging both halves of 
a relationship to develop as full 
human beings.” 

Ages, 45, is at present working 
on a book that deals with psycho¬ 
analysis and women. 

She has given poetry readings 
in Vancouver and at Victoria’s The 
Belfry. She started the first 
non-credit women’s studies program 
at Camosun College, is a founder of 
Victoria’s Rape Relief, and helped 
organize UVic’s Women’s Action 
Group.

Anna Morgans mother never leaves the house 
she claims the red sea is splitting 
and the sidewalks will swallow her up.

Lauri Nerman’s poetry looks at 
the world from a feminist perspec¬ 
tive while branching into fantasy. 

One of the problems she said 
she’s struggling with is how to go 
beyond categories and labels—the 
label, “feminism” for example. 

“Some of my poems are con¬ 
cerned with women and the plas¬ 
tic world they relate to in every¬ 
day life,” she said. 

“But if I write particularly from 
a feminist perspective I think some 
people will get lost because feminism 
is a label that is easily misunder¬ 
stood. 

“I think it’s important to be 
recognized as a meaningful poet 
who happens to be a woman. I 
have endless discussions about this 
with people in the feminist commu¬ 
nity in Victoria. 

“I don’t think the poem I call 
“The Anna Morgan Poem” has any¬ 
thing to with feminism, but it is about 
a woman trapped in her life. It says 
everything I wanted to say about 
women in that situation." 

Nerman said she doesn’t have 
to invent some of the bizarre char¬ 
acters in her poems because they 
exist. She said one only has to walk 
down the aisle of a supermarket to 
recognize the absurdity of much of 
everyday life. 

‘‘It’s as if this is where women’s 
consciousness is supposed to be—in 
frozen dinners and Heinz beans and 
tomato sauce.” 

In “Death of a Housewife,” for 
example: 

“They found your body 

packed neatly in a shopping 

cart 

your face covered in green 
stamps 

a manicured hand clutching a 
Anal list 

of things you \pmted ...” 

And in “Cake Poem,’’ she 
writes: ** 

“In each corridor down a thou¬ 
sand halls 


there are ovens waiting for each 
of us 

The executioner's sneer is the 
only memory we will have ... 

I am told that only cake-books 
are allowed 
in this world 

but I read and read on the 
floor, in washrooms 

on subways in wastebaskets and 
under street lamps. 

I discover Dostoyevsky 
never knew how to bake a cake 
And that Ayn Rand did ...” 
Nerman’s shift work at the Cool- 
Aid youth hostel in Femwood gives 
her time to write. 

“I’m continually fascinated by 
supermarkets and other fantastic 
subjects,” she said. 

“A Day in the Life of Familio 
Bizarro,” a surrealistic diary of a 
madcap family, is typical of the 
kind of prose-poem she is now ex¬ 
perimenting with, Nerman said. 

Nerman studied creative writing 
at UVic about five years ago and the 
experience was not always satisfy¬ 
ing, she said. 

“If you were a woman, the valid¬ 
ity of what you were writing was 
always undermined. If you wrote a 
bad poem, it didn’t matter because 
you were going to be a mother any¬ 
way. If you wrote a good poem, it 
also didn’t matter because you were 
going to be a mother anyway.” 

At one point, a teacher who 
read her poems said to her: ‘Some 
of it is all right, but you’re quite 
obsessed with women, aren’t you?’ 

Nerman, 24, says writing, pho¬ 
tography and model electric trains 
consume much of her time. 

“I never had a train set as a 
kid and I got one last Christmas. I 
was intimidated by it at first, but 
now I'm fascinated by it.” 

She said she doesn’t want to 
limit her audience to women who 
read women’s magazines. 

“Whether it’s poetry, dance or 
theatre, you can’t be selective about 
your audiences,” she said.

Mary Anne Erickson’s poetry is 
informed by her perceptions of 
women and the natural world. 

“I think my feminism comes 
through in the characters in some 
of my poems, their strengths, their 
resilience and capacity for love and 
survival,” she said. 

“Although I recognize that 
there’s a dark side to human nature, 
when I deal with women in my poems 
I want to concentrate on our 
strengths which have been so under¬ 
rated since Day One. 

“I never actually met the the 
Bamfield woman (in her poem, 
“Bamfield Woman”), but I heard 
a brief description of her and I 
imagined what she was like. 

“She represents to me what 
women’s lives are like and what 
we can do. She’s an emblem for a 
kind of choice women can make 
that lets them resist voices of author¬ 
ity telling them how to be, instead of 
listening to their inner strengths. 
That kind of resistance is so very 
hard. 

“One of the other important 
things in my life, besides my belief in 
feminism, is thinking about and feel¬ 
ing the relationships between human 
beings and the natural world. 

“I feel if society were construct¬ 
ed on the most ideal feminist beliefs, 
it would find its place in the natural 
world. I see an interrelationship be¬ 
tween ecology and feminism. 

“‘White on White’ deals mostly 
with the theme of people in the 
natural world and the relationship 
between the two”: 

... .We move through clouds 
White snow under sharp skis 
White air, flake-thick. 

Cocoons us, attaches us 
With small crystal threads ... 


The effects of war on individ¬ 
uals and society figure in some of 
Erickson’s poems. 

In “Marty Glickman, 1936” she 
writes about a young Jewish man 
whose dreams were swept away by 
the Second World War. Glickman 
“mourned his uncles/cold in Da 
chau’s stoves.” 

In “Nothing Will Ever Shatter 
Me,” she writes about the courage 
of women in wartime London— 
women “driving dark winding Lake 
Country roads/delivering transport 
lorries to encamped soldiers.” 

Erickson’s short two-part poem. 
“Sand Dollars,” has a feminist per 
spective and deals with the balance 
of relationships in the natural 
world: % 

“A sand dollar lies 
Near the surf 
Looking like a pendant 
For a weathered woman. 

She dresses 

In red velvet one night 

To please herself. 

On a silver chain 
The sand dollar hangs 
Etched with its dark flower. 
Grey against her windburned 
neck.” 

The poem concludes, she said, 
with a sand dollar “alone in its 
own environment, a perfectly beauti 
ful animal perfectly adapted to the 
world it lives in.” 

Erickson, 33, is a founding mem 
ber of Everywomans Books. In 1975 
she helped organize the library at the 
B.C. Human Rights Branch. She used 
to teach English at Idaho State Uni¬ 
versity and this fall will teach a 
course at Camosun College on Cana 
dian women writers. She also works 
at Munro’s Bookstore in Victoria.

Dear Dr. Donohue: My 

husband, 35, was found to 
have high blood pressure. He 
was 27 then. I don’t recall the 
rates, but he was in the 
“critical” stage. We have to 
move around a lot in his 
business, so he’s had three 
different doctors. All of the 
doctors continued his blood 
pressure medicine. Now, we 
are in a new town with a new 
doctor again. Other doctors 
have told him he will have to 
take the medicine for the 
rest of his life, but not this 
doctor. 

He wants him to start cut¬ 
ting his dosage to every 
other day for a few months, 
then every three days, then 
if possible to stop altogether. 
Why, if he’s been doing fine 
up to now? Isn’t this courting 
disaster?—Mrs. S.Z. 

Medicine for high blood 
pressure does not have to be 
taken indefinitely in all 
cases. Admittedly, most 
people will have to take it 
indefinitely once their 
pressure has stubbornly re¬ 
mained elevated. Even so, 
circumstances may change 
things. If an obese person 
lost weight, reduced his salt 
intake and exercised within 
limits, medicine might not 
be needed if these steps ac¬ 
complish the same purpose. 

If your husband is being 
watched, as it seems he is, 
and if his pressure is not too 
high, then it would be safe to 
reduce his medicine and per-

haps eventually discontinue 
it. He will be fortunate if his 
pressure can be controlled 
without medication. His doc¬ 
tor seems interested in try¬ 
ing to do this. So long as his 
blood pressure is checked 
periodically during the trial 
period he will not be courting 
disaster. 

Doctors sometimes find 
themselves in this “damned 
if they do and damned if they 
don’t” situation with regard 
to medication. To their cred¬ 
it, many physicians are be¬ 
ginning to look for conserva¬ 
tive alternatives to drugs for 
such chronic conditions. If it 
can be done safely, as is 
often the case in a patient as 
young as your husband, then 
it is certainly worth the ef¬ 
fort. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: Will 
you please discuss dermato- 
myositis? I am in my fourth 
year of combatting this dis¬ 
ease.

dermatomyositis from a pe¬ 
culiar lilac color seen around 
the bridge of the nose, the 
forehead and the cheeks. 
Swelling (edema) may also 
occur here. For most, the 
first signs appear after age 
30, with women sufferers 
outnumbering men by 2-to-l. 

Most patients show signifi¬ 
cant improvement with use 
of steroids (prednisone). 
Massage of muscles helps 
and a gradual program of 
exercise is sometimes bene¬ 
ficial. Ask your doctor about 
these measures. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: Why 
would one have an absence 
of eye tearing? What can be 
done about it? Is it serious? I 
am in my 60s and in good 
health, yet I find that my 
eyes feel dry, especially in 
the morning. They just won’t 
tear. How serious is this? 
—Mrs. J.G. 

Tears serve an important 
function by keeping the 
membrane covering the eyes 
moist and in constantly 
flushing away foreign ma¬ 
terial. So lack of tearing is an 
important matter to correct. 
The dryness can be an invi¬ 
tation to infection. 

Dry eyes may result from 
a disorder of the tear glands 
themselves. It is found in a 
peculiar illness called Sjo¬ 
gren’s syndrome. With Sjo¬ 


gren’s there is also arlhritis 
and a dry mouth. 

The dryness can be re¬ 
lieved temporarily by artifi¬ 
cial tears (methyl cellu¬ 
lose). This comes in the form 
of eyedrops. An eye exami¬ 
nation would be in order. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: Can 

you get a rash from nerves? 
— Mrs. A.B. 

Most definitely. Hives can 
occur. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: My 

doctor told me two years ago 
I had Raynaud’s disease. 
Would you explain it for me? 
I only know that it affects 
circulation. I take Nicobid 
and aspirin daily for it. — 
Mrs.D.W. 

There are two distinct 
problems with the same 
signs. This confuses every¬ 
one. There is “Raynaud’s 
disease” and “Raynaud’s 
phenomenon.” 

Raynaud’s disease is an 
illness in which the fingers 
become white, blue and then 
red upon exposure to cold. 
The cause is not known. The 
same thing occurs in Rayn¬ 
aud’s phenomenon, but with 
this we have a pretty good 
handle on what is wrong. It is 
associated with an underly¬ 
ing illness, such as chronic 
artery disease or any of the 
so-called collagen diseases 
(rheumatoid arthritis, 


scleroderma, lupus). Thus, 
the treatment is to control 
the underlying disease. 

Raynaud’s disease (the 
one without a known cause) 
usually affects women, 
begins early in life and 
usually is limited to fingers 
of both hands, The change in 
skin color is caused by an 
intense narrowing of the 
blood vessels. The medicine 
you are taking—Nicobid 
(niacin) and aspirin are to 
help dilate the vessels. Ciga¬ 
rette smoking can contribute 
to vessel narrowing. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: Re¬ 
cently my husband had Guil¬ 
lain-Barre syndrome. Would 
you give us some informa¬ 
tion as to what causes it and 
precisely what it is? — A.D. 

This has been the subject 
of some interest in recent 
years. Guillain-Barre 
(GHEE-an-bar-RAY) syn¬ 
drome is an illness affecting 
nerves. It can follow a viral 
illness, certain immuniza¬ 
tions, or trauma (injury). 

A vague respiratory infec¬ 
tion often precedes the ill¬ 
ness, which is featured by 
generalized nerve inflam¬ 
mation. 

As nerves become in¬ 
flamed they lose their pro¬ 
tective coatings. It is some¬ 
what akin to an allergic 
reaction. The symptoms de¬ 
pend on the extent and loca¬ 
tion of nerve damage. 

Usually, weakness of the 
leg muscles is the first 
symptom. It can progress to 
actual paralysis. The paraly-

sis may ascend to involve 
even the breathing muscles. 

With exercise and therapy, 
complete recovery is expect¬ 
ed in most Guillain-Barre 
patients after the paralysis 
subsides. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I am 

having problem with a glankl 
located just under the jaw 
between the ear and the chin. 
The doctor said it was a 
saliva gland and not to worry 
about it. I thought saliva 
glands were located directly 
under the tongue. 

I drank a glass of cran¬ 
berry juice and the gland 
swelled up twice its size. 
Why should it swell? It takes 
all day for it to recede. — 
L.D.F. 

The smallest salivary 
gland (the sublingual) is lo¬ 
cated under the tongue. The 
largest (the parotid) is’ lo¬ 
cated on the side of the face 
slightly below the ear. The 
third (the submaxillary) is 
just below the jaw. 

Glands swell for a number 
of reasons. Mumps, for ex¬ 
ample, produces marked 
swelling of the parotids. The 
tartness of the cranberry 
juice stimulates these 
glands to produce saliva, so 
an obstruction of the duct 
outlet from a salivary gland 
leads to swelling after such 
stimulation. Saliva is being 
produced without the ability 
to empty into the mouth. 

A common cause of ob¬ 
struction is a minute stone in 
the duct.

she asked her mother, Lois 
Rich. Mrs. Rich of Irvington, 
N.Y., and her sister, Bar¬ 
bara Egerman, in Ridge¬ 
field, Conn., decided to do 
something about it. 

The result: “Supersister” 
trading cards that feature 72 
women in such diverse fields 
as sports, arts, science and 
government. The cards, 
which are the same size as 
baseball cards, include 
women such as Janet 
Guthrie, race car driver; ac¬ 
tress Helen Hayes, and 
Cindy Nelson, skier. 

THE SUPERS INTER 
cards have a picture of the 
women on front and a short 
biographical sketch on the 
back. If a supersister also is 
a mother, it includes names 
of her children, and some 
cards include a short quote. 
(“Dpn’t give up easily. Keep 
trying to do what you w ant to 
do.” admonishes supersister 
Sonia Manzano of TV’s Sesa¬ 
me Street.) 

Mrs. Rich and Mrs. Eger- 
man wrote to between 400 to 
500 women asking permis¬ 
sion to use them on cards and 
received responses from 
about 100 

“IT WAN amazingly easy 
to come up with the names,” 
said Mrs. Egerman. “We 


took the first 72 responses.” 
The Supersister originators 
thought the cards would be 
good to use in schools to give 
young girls role models and 
introduce them to career 
possibilities. It also would 
teach young boys that 
women are excelling in 
many nontraditional jobs. So 
they won a mini-grant of $2,- 
540 from the New York State 
Department of Education to 
help cover costs of the re 
search and printing of 1,000 
sets of the cards. 

“WHEN WE applied for 
the grant, we pointed out 
that children’s textbooks 
don’t really reflect the posi 
lions women are in,” said 
Mrs. Rich. “They are getting 
better, but they aren’t what 
they should be.” 

The cards were given to 
boys and girls from kinder¬ 
garten to eighth grade in a 
pilot project in Irvington 
schools, where 9-year-old 
Melissa Rich is a student. 

Melissa said she approves 
of the project her mother 
and aunt took up. "I think the 
cards are really good,” she 
said. “The kids at school 
really like them.” 

WHO IS the favorite? 

“Jane Pauley,” said Me¬ 
lissa. Her brother Jason also 
voted for the NBC-TV Today 
show host.

The women hope that 
young girls will get some 
new career ideas from the 
cards and that perhaps a 
future airline pilot will have 
been inspired by .supersister 
Bonnie Tiburzi Krantz, who 
pilots Boeing 727s for Ameri¬ 
can Airlines. 


“KIDS DIDN’T know that 
there were women pilots or 
bankers,” said Mrs. Rich. 
“They had no idea there 
were women judges. They 
even thought (all) skiers 
were men. But even the 
young ones who cannot read 
can see from the picture that 
maybe they could do that 
kind of job.” 


“Everyone liked them and 
piled them right in with their 
baseball cards,” he said. 
Teachers in the Irvington 
school used the cards to 
spark class discussions or 
had children do reports on 
them. 


“WE’VE HAD people in¬ 
terested from nursery 
schools to high schools to 
women’s studies programs 
in college,” Mrs. Egerman 
said. Some feminist book¬ 
stores carry the cards, and 
the sisters fill individual 
orders.

TORONTO (CP) — Harold Oswin could be called 
Canada’s sugar daddy. 

He’s the 77-year-old inventor of two of the country’s 
best-selling candy bars—Malted Milk and Crispy 
Crunch, both made by William Neilson Ltd. 

Oswin started working with Neilson in 1917—“in 
short pants,” he remembers—in the hard candy section 
where he remained for 51 years. 

“When people say candy is so bad for you. I just 
say, ‘Look at me',” said Oswin, who celebrated his 78th 
birthday last week. “Nobody’s eaten more candies than 
I ever did.” 

For decades, Oswin was one of five employees who 
sampled the day’s first run of Jersey Milk chocolate 
bars to test for purity of product. 

THEN HE WOULD take his position in the hard 
eandy section. In 1930. he started experimenting with a 
peanut butter and toffee mixture that he first shaped 
into a round bar. 

Management liked the product but preferred it in a 
straight shape, and Crispy Crunch was bom. 

While he didn’t invent the Malted Milk bar from 
scratch, Oswin modified a U.S. formula until he had 
something special. 


Today, Malted Milk is one of the five top selling 
candy bars in Canada and Crispy Crunch is in the top 
10 . 

How did the inventor fare with his formula? 

“I put my suggestion into a box that we used to 
have,” said Oswin. “I got the magnificent sum of $5 for 
my Crispy Crunch suggestion.” 

TODAY THAT $5 would buy 14 Crispy Crunch bars 
at 35 cents a piece. When they first came out, a similar¬ 
sized bar cost five cents. 

Sales of candy bars have lagged in recent years be¬ 
cause of price increases—they were 10 eent bars in 
1973; today they are 35-cent bars. 

Also, a spokesman for the Neilsen company said re¬ 
cently that the only bad things about candy are those 
“related with sugar and those related to dental prob¬ 
lems.” 

OSWIN SAID TIMES have changed in the candy 
business. 

“I just wish I could be out there today (on the candy 
assembly line) making the salaries that those kids are 
making. We didn't make a lot of money but we had a lot 
of fun.”

Close to 100 prospective jurors will be assembled in 
the Law Courts April 8 for the start of what is expected 
to be Victoria’s longest trial. 

Twenty-three men from the United States, Colombia 
and Costa Rica have been committed for county court 
jury trial on charges of importing marijuana and pos¬ 
sessing marijuana for the purpose of trafficking and 
five have also been committed on a charge of. conspir¬ 
acy to import marijuana. 

They were arrested following the seizure May 22 of

£1 tons of marijuana in Sydney Inlet, 35 miles northwest 
of Tofino. 

The trial is expected to last three month%» 

The record jury panel, from which the 12 jurors who 
hear the case will be chosen, is needed because the de¬ 
fence and prosecution may challenge without cause or 
stand aside more than 300 panelists. 

At a pre-trial hearing Thursday before Judge M.L.T. 
Drake, defence lawyers argued for a separation of the three 


charges, meaning separate trials, because of questions of 
admissibility of evidence on different charges particularly 
with a long and complex trial. 

The judge said the charge against five Americans of 
conspiracy to import marijuana should be separated from 
the charges against all 23 men of importing and pos¬ 
sessing marijuana for the purpose of trafficking. 

He said the difficulty of the jury in sorting out evi¬ 
dence which is admissible on one charge but not the other 


'charges was almost insuperable. In addition, the number 
of accused persons on the conspiracy charge was small. 

He ruled that the importing and possession for the 
purpose of trafficking charges could be tried together 
because these charges could be kept separate and distinct 
in the minds of a jury. 

Crown counsel Gordon Macdonald said it was his inten¬ 
tion, subject to any contrary instructions from the justice 
department, to go ahead first with the importing and 
possession for the purpose of trafficking charges.

Hydro waits out walkout 


B.C. Hydro seemed content Thursday to play a wait 
ing game as a wildcat walkout by members of the 
International Brotherhood of Electrical Workers kept 
about 250 people off the job in Hydro’s Greater Victoria 
region. 

The crown corporation said it w as in no hurry to seek 
intervention In a dispute over the contracting out of 
work to a company the IBEW says is non-union. 

A Hydro spokesman in Victoria said the walkout was 
illegal, but added: “We’re not worried. We have pointed 
out we’rt willing to sit down and talk, but not until they 
have taken their picket lines off.’’ 

The union was in no hurry to comply and the pickets 
were scheduled to remain in place today. 

Office staff at Hydro’s Royal Oak centre, who be¬ 
long to the Office and Technical Employees Union, hon¬ 
ored the picket lines Thursday, leaving management 
personnel to carry an extra workload. 

Pickets were posted at all area Hydro outlets, 
including the source of the trouble—the Jaeklin Road 
yard from which utility poles were being transferred by 
Antrobus Trucking Ltd. to a Quesnel Street location. 

The union claimed Antrobus was a non-union com 
pany and declared the utility poles “hot,” saying such a 
transfer was traditionally handled by two other 
unions—the Teamsters and Operating Engineers. 


Both the trucking company and Hydro disagreed, 
TRaintaining that the trucking company was headed by 
Wayne Antrobus, a card-carrying operating engineer, 
and that the drivers were members of the Teamsters. 

Union officials involved say they don’t dispute the 
* fact union employees may be working for the com¬ 
pany. but point out that Antrobus has no existing con¬ 
tract with any union. 

“It w ould be the same as a union meatcutter going to 
work at a non union newspaper and saying that the 
newspaper was now a union company,” said Brad Mae- 
Kenzie, business representative for the operating engi¬ 
neers. 

Meanwhile, the Hydro spokesman accused the 
IBEW of “attempting to gain something through a work 
stoppage that it couldn’t gain through contract bargain¬ 
ing.” 

He said the agreement gave Hydro the right to con 
tract work out and that the union was obviously fighting 
to put an end to this. 

He said Hydro had done business with Antrobus for 
30 years. However, union officials said the original An¬ 
trobus firm, which was unionized, folded and was 
re-opened by Wayne Antrobus, son of the original owner. 
Attempts to gain union certification with the new 
company had failed.

Bogus doctor scribbled note to wife before jail suicide 


PORT HARDY (CP) — A bogus doctor who killed him¬ 
self after being disco\cred by officials, scribbled a note 
of love to his wife on the front page of a medical text as his 
last message to the world, an inquest into his death was 
told here this week. 

The text, the only book Louis Trujillo had in his po¬ 
lice cell, dealt with how to pass medical-school exami¬ 
nations. 

Trujillo had posed as Dr. Robert Rifleman for two 
months in the village of Alert Bay, near this northern Van 
couver Island community. 


The inquest was told that he used his finger and a cup 
of coffee to scrawl a goodbye message to his wife before 
taking his own life Jan. 26. 

The inquest was told he broke his glasses and used a 
shard of glass to slit his wrists and throat. He died 
from loss of blood. 

The jury found the death unnatural and suicidal and 
recommended that prisoners be allowed to use person¬ 
al effects “deemed even remotely dangerous” only under 
supervision. 


Before he died he was interviewed by Constable David 
White of Alert Bay RCMP. 

“I would like to say at this time that all that has tran¬ 
spired was through my own poor judgment,” Trujillo 
wrote in a statement after the interview in which he 
admitted he had posed as doctors in Mexico, the U.S. 
and Canada. 

“I would like to state that my intentions were not to 
harm anyone or in any way add to the problems of this 
community. I only wish that I could undo the terrrible 
situation which must follow this flow of events.”

“At this point I wish only that I could somehow alter 
any harm that I have inflicted on these people who treat 
ed me so well. My intent was not to make a lot of money 
My intent was to help people by doing what I was doing.” 

Trujillo admitted in his statement that he broke the 
law and said he was willing to pay the consequences, 
either deportation or a jail term. 

However, he killed himself the day after he was arrest¬ 
ed in the Alert Bay hospital office in which he had prac¬ 
tised under the stolen identity. 

There is lingering doubt as to the true identity of the 
man. 

Bob Campbell, a local RCMP constable, testified that the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation matched the fingerprints of 
“Dr. Rifleman” with those of 37-year-old Robert Louis 
Trujillo. 

Trujillo, the FBI report said, was born in Albuquer¬ 
que, N.M., and had a lengthy criminal record. 

The report said in part that Trujillo had impersonated 
doctors under the names of Adam, O’Brien, Handel, Chi¬ 
sholm, Allen, and Barton, had used at least eight dif¬ 
ferent birth dates and listed eye colors as blue, brown, 
green, hazel and grey. 

The FBI said Trujillo had served 11 years as a medical 
corpsman in the U.S. Navy. 

Trujillo said in his statement that he heard in Van¬ 
couver that a doctor was needed in Alert Bay. 

The B.C. College of Physicians and Surgeons accepted 
his phoney documents and recognized him as a doctor. The 
federal immigration department issued him a temporary 
work permit and Trujillo came to Alert Bay with his wife of 
four months, Claudia, Nov. 9.

Legislature prorogues—for a day 


DENMAN TRACT PLANS BOUNCED 


Tlu* first session of British 
Columbia’s 32nd legislative 
Assembly prorogued Thurs¬ 
day with a brief, calm cere¬ 
mony, 39 sitting days after 
the house convened last 
June. 

But w r hile all was calm on 
the surface in caucus rooms 
on either side of the legisla¬ 
tive chamber, government 
and opposition members 
were plotting strategy for 
the new session which starts 
at 2 p.m. today and promises 
to be long and tough. 

Premier Bennett has al¬ 
ready warned government 
members to prepare for a 
long siege “and to arrange 
for accommodation accord¬ 
ingly.” 

And the NDP has promised 
that it will keep the house in 
session for “as long as is 
necessary to conduct the 
people's business.”

Henry Bell-Irving entered 
the chamber at 10:09 a.m. 
Thursday, read a 
four-minute speech praising 
the government’s past ac¬ 
complishments and, at 10:15 
a.m. Provincial Secretary 
Evan Wolfe formally an¬ 
nounced the end of the first 
session and called for the 
new session to start today. 

When Bell-Irving re-enters 
the chamber this afternoon 
he will occupy the Speaker’s 
chair for a little longer than 
he did Thursday. 

The throne speech, around 
22 pages in length, is expect¬ 
ed to take about 30 minutes to 
read. It will outline the 
major thrust of proposed 
government legislation and 
will contain at least one 
“major surprise.” 

Following the reading of 
the speech the house will 
adjourn until Monday when

Judge E.J.C. Stewart said in a written 
decision following a hearing earlier this 
month that, on the face of it, the subdivi¬ 
sion by Seaview Land Estates Ltd., was in 
direct breach of a Comox-Strathcona Re¬ 
gional District bylaw by proposing to build 
at a density twice as great as allowed. 


He said the regional district had no 
choice but to reject the subdivision, on 
which the developer had spent $ 290,000 to 
date, and he dismissed the developer’s 
appeal. 

The judge said the regional district 
passed a bylaw in 1976 restricting subdivi¬ 
sion to one building lot per 10 acres but 
notwithstanding this, Seaview Land Es¬ 
tates went ahead with its plans on the basis 
of one building lot per five acres.

Helen Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 




Potatoes are a saving grace around 
our household because they are one of 
the few vegetables, perhaps the only 
one upon reflection, which*the children 
haven’t balked at eating. And my 
husband is a self-confessed “spud 
freak”. 

Certainly, thete is no culinary treat 
quite comparable to freshly dug pota¬ 
toes whisked immediately to the stove 
and served steaming with butter and 
fresh garden parsley. Store-bought po¬ 
tatoes can never compare to this spe¬ 
cial treat nor can they compare in 
nutritive value. Potatoes freshly dug 
from the home vegetable patch are 
exceptionally high in ascorbic acid 
(Vitamin C), with one small potato 
containing more of this vital vitamin 
than a large orange (sorry about that 
Anita Bryant). 

So every year when the growing 
season falls upon us, our taste buds get 
into gear for one of our favorite gar¬ 
den treats—wee baby spuds snitched 
prematurely from their “nest” be¬ 
neath the potato top-growth. 

Once blossoming has taken place, 
you can kidnap a few of the newly 
formed potatoes without damaging 
the plant. At this stage of the plant’s 
growth, the potatoes will have reached 
golf-ball size and these are gourmets’ 
delight. Grope carefully with your fin¬ 
gers beneath the soil and be gentle

enough not to disturb the entire plant. 
And do exercise sctfrte restraint for you 
want to have some full-sized potatoes 
to harvest later on, after all. 

Spuds are relatively easy to grow if 
you keep certain facts in mind and also 
providing you have the room to spare 
in your garden. Ideally, the soil for 
growing potatoes, as with all vege¬ 
tables, should be prepared the fall 
before planting. 

The patch should be deeply forked 
over, incorporating manure, leaves, 
seaweed or whatever organic matter 
you have on hand. Potatoes espe¬ 
cially need acid-producing organic 
matter to protect the growing tubers 
against scab disease which will not 
tolerate acid conditions. 

Another thing to remember when 
preparing a potato patch is that crop 
rotation needs to be practised- 
poor management to plant spuds 
the same plot of ground year after 
year. In fact, it’s a good idea to avoid 
planting potatoes on ground that has 
grown them in the previous four 
years. 

Probably one of the most important 
points to take to heart when you decide 
to grow potatoes is the fact that 
your best bet is to buy certified dis¬ 
ease-free seed potatoes from a repu¬ 
table dealer. Seed saved yourself 


through the years will degenerate 
and bring you disappointment. 

Newly planted seed potatoes need a 
good supply of soil moisture. The soil 
must never be allowed to dry out. 
The seed should be planted at least 
four inches deep—I dig a trench, or 
coerce my husband into digging it. and 
plant the seed in the trench, covering 
the seed only very lightly at first, and 
then as the plant grows, gradually 
fill in the trench until the soil is levei. 
Allow 12 inches between each seed 
potato. 

You may hill up the soil around the 
plants before the plants bloom, leav¬ 
ing the top of the hill flat, but after the 
plants blossom you shouldn't cultivate 
or disturb the soil between the rows. 
Your potatoes should be treated 


every couple of weeks with an all-pur

lagement to plant spuds on we have managed to do, you may get 
by using just rotenone dust to avoid the 
overuse of chemical pesticides. 

When harvest time comes, avoid 
leaving the potatoes lying in the sun 
for more than the time necessary to 
dry them off. Prolonged exposure to 
the sun produces green coloring on 
the tubers and this is mildly poisonous. 
They can still be used, though—just 
peel them deeply enough that the 
green is removed before cooking.

Well known actor Barry Morse will be in atten¬ 
dance Tuesday when plans for a Victoria Shake¬ 
speare festival are unveiled by the Victoria-based 
Lord Chamberlain Players Society. 

Project director Brian Lightburn would not say 
in what capacity Morse would be attending, “but 
he's flying here from England to take part in 
this major event." 

Morse gained international fame during many 
years with the CBC and two seasons as Lieut. 
Gerard on The Fugitive, an American television 
series. He has also been artistic director of the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Shaw Festival. 

LIGHTBURN SAID in an interview that plans to 
build the first functional model of the Elizabethan 
Globe Theatre on about three acres of the 7.7- 
acres of Maltwood property at Royal Oak would 
be announced at a noon news conference. 

“I fully expect this venture will become more 
successful than the Stratford, Ont., Shakespearean 
Festival," Lightburn said. 

Lightburn said he was not “overly concerned" 
that the B.C. government had not yet approved sale 
of the property by the Universjty of Victoria to 
Saanich. 

“Cabinet members did not know until a cou¬ 
ple of days ago just how far we had gone with our 
planning. We've had a fairly good indication the 
$375,000 sale will be approved." 

HE SAID THE ministers involved “now know 
of our progress, and I find it difficult to believe the 
approval will not be forthcoming." 

The society, he said, was prepared to take al¬ 
ternative steps in the event of a negative re¬ 
sponse by cabinet. 

“We have progressed too far along in our plans 
to turn back now," he said. “We would not have 
gone this far if we had thought there would be a 
problem. We now have support from other areas 
in the world; it’s more than a local thing now." 

He said another site in the area was under study 
if the Maltwood property was not available. 

LIGHTBURN SAID he had been encouraged by 
the offers of financial support for the project, 
expected to cost $800,000. 

The 16-sided open air theatre would seat 700 
persons under a covered roof and about 200 in an 
open courtyard. 

The original Globe was built on the south 
bank of the River Thames at London, England by 
Shakespeare's acting company. 


Jubilee rebuilding closer 


The countdown has begun 
for a building program 
which will see Royal Jubilee 
hospital almost totally re¬ 
built. 

The hospital and health 
planning commission has 
approved the master plan 
for the construction pro¬ 


gram, and functional pro¬ 
gramming will now begin. If 
all goes well, hospital plan¬ 
ner Murray Halkett said, 
tenders for construction of 
the first phase will be called 
in about two years. 

The first phase of the con¬ 
struction program will see 


the main portion of the new 
hospital, the diagnostic and 
treatment wing, constructed 
at an angle leading to the 
northeast of the present 
Centre Block. The new build¬ 
ing will interfere with little 
of the present hospital, per¬ 
mitting its operation to con- 


Staff ‘acted properly ’ 


Royal Jubilee staff acted 
in “a proper way" in their 
handling of the admission of 
a man who allegedly went 
blind while awaiting an op¬ 
portunity for cataract sur¬ 
gery, the chairman of the 
hospital board said Thurs¬ 
day. 


Eric Simmons said the 
hospital has investigated the 
case, publicized by Dr. D P. 
North in a letter to Victoria 
newspapers, and found that 
its records do not confirm 
the story outlined by North. 
North claimed that his pa¬ 
tient had to wait six months 


for surgery to remove cata¬ 
racts, because of an acute 
shortage of hospital beds, 
and when the surgery was 
finally done it was too late. 


Hospital pushes 
city blood depot 


A blood depot capable of 
collecting and storing blood 
locally may be required in 
Victoria, the Royal Jubilee 
Hospital board decided 
Thursday. 


Jubilee medical chief Dr. 
Elinor Powell told the board 
the lack of ready access to 
blood has caused problems 
for the hospital and a collec¬ 
tion depot appears to be the 
best solution. At present, the 
nearest depot is in Vancou¬ 
ver. 


When blood is required in 
an emergency at night it 
must sometimes be flown to 
Victoria and cross-matched 
before it can be used by 
the patient, a process which 
can consume hours of valu¬ 
able time. 


In a “dire emergency" the 
hospital can call in local 
blood donors known to have 
the correct blood type, but 
this diverts hospital staff 
from their normal duties and 
requires a high degree of 
organization, Powell said. 


‘It’s a waste’ to raze 


historical buildings 


Demolishing historical buildings wastes 
energy and has a negative effect on the 
quality of life, Heritage Canada spokes¬ 
man Martin Weaver said in Victoria Thurs¬ 
day. 


"The idea that it is good to tear down 
older buildings and put up shiny new ones 
is fostered by the developers and by many 
aspects of the consumer society," Weaver, 
director of education and technical ser¬ 
vices of Heritage Canada in Ottawa, said 
in an interview. 


“The amount of energy represented by 
five bricks is equal to one gallon of gaso¬ 
line. Each time you knock down a brick 
building you waste the time and energy 
used to create the bricks and put up the 
building. 

“There’s also the factor of the gasoline 
that's used to cart the rubble away." 

Weaver said restoring, recycling or ren¬ 
ovating buildings adds to the quality of 
life—“and the quality of life is really what 
it's all about, isn’t it?" 

Weaver said some studies recommend¬ 
ing the demolition of older buildings were 
biased—“these people (developers) act as 
judge and jury in the same court." 

Heritage Canada, a non-profit founda 
tion started about seven years ago, is at 
present lobbying for modification in build¬ 
ing codes to give building inspectors a 
series of options for historical buildings, he 
said. 


Weaver said the foundation also sup¬ 
ported tax reform. 

“The whole business of whether it is 
profitable for a building owner to retain or 
renovate a building is reflected in the tax 
law structure. Federal tax incentives now 
encourage waste and the demolition of 
buildings." 

However, Weaver said, “astonishing 
progress” had been made in the past five 
years in the field of building restoration. 

“There have been the beginnings of a 
grass-roots restoration movement. Peo¬ 
ple are recycling buildings themselves, 
and it’s happening for a simple reason—ec¬ 
onomics. 

“People can’t afford to pay large 
amounts for a new house. They will, in¬ 
stead, purchase an older building, or stay 
in the one they’re in, and restore, recycle 
or renovate it to suit their purposes. 

“Highrises and little boxes don’t pro¬ 
duce for most people the quality of life they 
like." 

Weaver said it was important to edu¬ 
cate municipal authorities, developers, 
realtors, mortgage companies and build¬ 
ing code officials about the economics of 
building restoration. 

Weaver was in Victoria to conduct a 
seminar on building conservation at Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria. 

' The seminar continues today in the 
Commons Building, Green Room, and also 
includes Victoria architect Nick Bawlf who 
has been active in revitalizing Old Town. 


Langwood activity centre 
closing for sure March 31 


The Langwood Activity 
Centre for the mentally 
handicapped will definitely 
close on March 31, the Capi¬ 
tal Region Association for 
the Mentally Handicapped 
announced Thursday. 


Dr. George Stocker, asso¬ 
ciation board chairman, said 
Human Resources Minister 
Grace McCarthy “apparent¬ 
ly does not believe that the 
rights of the mentally re¬ 
tarded ought to be guaran¬ 
teed by government." He 
made the comment follow¬ 
ing a meeting Thursday 
morning with the minister, 
at which it became clear that 
no additional funding would 
be forthcoming to enable the 


activity centre to remain, 
open. 

The board decided to close 
the centre unless further 
government funds became 
available, because the 
centre is expected to run a 
$33,000 deficit in the next 
fiscal year, more than the 
association can afford. 

The association says many 
families will be forced to 
provide day-long care to 
their mentally handicapped 
children, and the mentally 
handicapped workers will 
quickly lose their hard-won 
skills if they are not rein¬ 
forced at the workshop. 

The announcement of the 
closure has brought strong 
expressions of support from 


She added that Victoria 
was told at Christmas time 
that low blood supplies 
meant surgery had to be 
cancelled, but several elec¬ 
tive operations requiring 
blood were being carried out 
in Vancouver at the same 
time. 

Victoria is larger than five 
communities across Canada 
which have blood collection 
depots.

Licence invalid? 
Fine up to $285 


Motorists who don’t have their 1980 licence 
decals in place after midnight tonight are 
liable for fines up to $285, Inspector Ron 
Bentley, head of the Victoria police traffic 
division, said Thursday. 


If the motorist has the decal, but not on the 
licence plate, and operates the vehicle or 
parks it on the street, the fine is $15. 


If the motorist has not purchased the decal 
and is caught parked on public roads, the fine 
is $35. 


However, if the motorist has not purchased 
the decal and is caught driving the vehicle on 
the public street, there is a minimum fine of 
$250 for driving without valid insurance and 
another $35 for driving without the decal.

resign in a body 


14 freed at embassy; 
20 envoys still held

The long-troubled B.C. 
Ferry and Marine Workers 
Union, buffeted Wednesday 
by a sudden wave of top- 
level resignations, has been 
advised by a special trustee 
to consider the possibility of 
returning to the fold of the 
B.C. Government Employ¬ 
ees’ Union. 

“It is my opinion that the 
membership want the oppor¬ 
tunity to review the deci¬ 
sion that removed them 
from the BCGEU,” Bill 
Smalley of the Canadian 
Labor Congress says in an 
interim report to the union’s 
executive. 

Smalley was appointed a 
trustee just before Christ¬ 
mas by CLC president 
Dennis McDermott to look 
into the problems of the 2,- 
700-member union, crippled 
for more than two years 
by serious internal fighting. 

THE RESIGNATIONS 
came in dramatic fashion 
Wednesday, just before and 
during a union executive 
meeting at which Smalley 
was to table his interim re¬ 
port. 

President Shirley Mathie¬ 
son told the Colonist Thurs¬ 
day that they involved the 
faction that had opposed her 
leadership for some time. 

Gone are six of the 22- 
member executive and busi¬ 
ness agent Matt Brown, who 
had been described as the 
leader of the dissidents. 

MATHIESON said secre¬ 
tary-treasurer Les Neill ten¬ 
dered his resignation at the 
beginning of the meeting. 
Resigning in addition to 
Brown and Neill were Joyce 
Brown, second vice-presi¬ 
dent; Chris Walker, repre¬ 
senting the Horseshoe Bay 
terminal; Don Black, chair¬ 
man of the unlicensed group 
at Langdale terminal; John 
Mackie, Deas maintenance 
dock chairman, and A1 
Barry, chairman for the li¬ 
censed officers at Horeshoe 
Bay. 

“The resignations were a 


strategy planned on Mon¬ 
day,” said Mathieson. ‘‘It 
was deliberately planned 
that they would resign dur¬ 
ing the meeting.” 

The action followed the 
resignation in December of 
Tsawwassen terminal chair¬ 
man Steve Lomax and the 
firing of Departure Bay 
chairman Robin Holmgren. 

HOLMGREN had been 
blamed for an unauthorized 
walkout during a sensititive 
period in contract negotia¬ 
tions. 

There were claims at the 
time that a “radical” left 
element was trying to take 
over the union. 

A union source said Thurs¬ 
day there was an “unfortu¬ 
nate smear campaign” 
aimed at Brown and some of 
the executive who opposed 
Mathieson. 

‘‘They set out to paint 
Brown as a red and they 
succeeded in doing the dam¬ 
age,” the source said. “If he 
wasn’t, that wouldn’t mat¬ 
ter. Once that kind of thing is 
said, the damage is done.” 

WHILE SHE has long been 
pictured as the target of 
unfair attack from within 
her own ranks, the 30-year- 
old Mathieson has also been 
described by detractory as 
someone who insists that 
anyone who disagrees is a 
“dissident.” 

While her foes would ap¬ 
pear to be gone with the 
resignations, the word is that 
work is already in progress 
to force a leadership conven 
tion by late May—long ahead 
of the regular convention 
scheduled a year from now. 

In his report, Smalley re¬ 
commended that Brown be 
fired and paid one month’s 
wages in lieu of notice.

SALISBURY, Rhodesia 
(UPI) — The deaths of 11 
people and charges of “Coca 
Cola” vote-rigging and in¬ 
timidation Thursday marred 
the second day of rain- 
soaked polling in Rhodesia’s 
first independence election. 

British electoral chief Sir 
John Boynton said^despite 
problems, the voter'":urnout 
had already surpassed the 
total number of ballots cast 
in last April’s disputed ma¬ 
jority rule election. 

He said more than 2.1 mil¬ 
lion ballots had been cast, 
with a full day left to go. This 
represented about 67.7 per 
cent of the estimated three 
million eligible voters, in 
contrast to a turnout of 64.4 
per cent in last April’s five- 
day vote. 

A military spokesman said 
that during the first 24 hours 
of the rain-soaked voting, 14 
people were killed in clashes 
with security forces mobi¬ 
lized to protect the voters. 

The dead included three 
guerrillas allied to black na¬ 
tionalist Robert Mugabe, 
who tried to ambush a mo¬ 
bile polling station, and a 
man intimidating rural 
tribesman with a grenade. 

The spokesman said two 
other Mugabe guerrillas and 
eight “curfew-breakers” 
died in four other incidents. 

Mugabe and his rival Jo- 
husa Nkomo are front-run¬ 
ners in the three-day voting 
in which 80 black reprsenta- 


tives will be elected to the 
100-member parliament. 

The deaths—the highest 
daily toll in two weeks— 
raised the number of killed 
to 276 since the truce leading 
to the election went into ef¬ 
fect Jan. 4. 

Charges of voting irregu¬ 
larities also shadowed the 
election. Mugabe’s ZANU- 
PF party charged that invis¬ 


ible in 
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1 ink printed on the hands 
voters to prevent them 
voting twice could be 
washed off with Coca-Cola. 
The ink is visible only under 
special lights installed in 
each polling station. 

Government electoral of¬ 
ficials said tests by the com¬ 
monwealth observer group 
denied this claim, as well as 
ZANU-PF assertions that 


supporters of Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa were employing 
this method to gain extra 
votes. 

Muzorewa also com¬ 
plained in a letter to British 
Governor Lord Soamcs that 
his supporters were being 
harrassed and intimidated 
by Mugabe’s followers in the 
urban black townships and 
rural tribal trustlands. 


BOGOTA (AP) — Leftist guerrillas occupying the 
Dominican Republic embassy freed 14 persons Thurs¬ 
day—including a 16-year-old youth, 10 women and 
three wounded men, President Guillermo Rueda 
of the Colombian Red Cross said. 

The embassy was seized Wednesday night when a 
heavily-armed band of young guerrillas forced their way into 
it and took at least 60 persons 
captive, including 20 ambas¬ 
sadors from other countries. 

Canadian Ambassador 
D.B. Laughton narrowly 
missed bebig caught in the 
raid on the embassy, accord¬ 
ing to Paul Donahue, com¬ 
mercial counsellor at the Ca¬ 
nadian embassy. 

Donahue said Laughton 
was on his way to the diplo¬ 
matic reception at the Do¬ 
minican Republic embassy 
on Wednesday night when he 
learned of the raid from 
the radio. 

Sixteen Canadians work at 
Canada’s embassy in Bogo¬ 
ta. An external affairs 
spokesman in Ottawa said 
Thursday night that they 
would not be brought home. 

Among the approximately 
50 hostages remaining is 
U.S. Ambassador Diego 
Asencio, who along with the 
captive envoys of Mexico, 

Venezuela and the Domini¬ 
can Republic, negotiated the 
release of the 14 persons. 

Asencio, reached by tele¬ 
phone after the release, said 
five women hostages re¬ 
mained but might be freed 
later. He also said 20 ambas¬ 
sadors were in captivity, 
rather than 16 previously re¬ 
ported by the Colombian for¬ 
eign ministry. He said he 
was not allowed to name all 
the captured envoys. 

Paraguayan Ambassador 
Oscar Gostiaga, who was 
wounded in the leg during 
the takeover, was among 
those freed. He added that 
the Red Cross also removed 
one dead guerrilla from the 
building.

Goyer says he didn't know RCMP sent names of rebel backers abroad 


OTTAWA (CP) — Former Lib¬ 
eral solicitor-general Jean-Pierre 
Goyer says he did not know the 
RCMP sent the names of about 100 
Canadians, allegedly in sympathy 
with revolutionary causes, to four 
foreign intelligence agencies in 
1971. 

Goyer told the federal royal 
commission investigating RCMP 
w rongdoing that he was very sur¬ 
prised to learn years later that an 
unidentified RCMP sergeant sent 
out copies of a preliminary secur¬ 
ity service report on threats from 
“the new left.” 

He said the officer used bad 
judgment in circulating copies of 
the document from which Goyer 


compiled his “black list” of public 
servants who allegedly called 
themselves part of the extra-par¬ 
liamentary opposition. 

Testimony about the controver¬ 
sial list was given before the com¬ 
mission in 1978 and 1979. A heavi¬ 
ly-edited transcript of the 
evidence was made public Thurs¬ 
day. 

If he had been asked, Goyer 
said, he would have told the secur¬ 
ity service not to divulge to 
foreigners the names of Cana¬ 
dians whose loyalty was suspect. 
But he said it was routine for Can¬ 
ada to exchange information on 
international security threats with 
f riendly countries. ■' 

The names of the countries 


which received the security ser¬ 
vice report—marked For Cana¬ 
dian Eyes Only When it was sent to 
Goyer—were deleted from the 
public version of the transcript. 

The Netherlands appeared to be 
one of the countries. Commission¬ 
er Donald Rickerd said at one 
point he was trying “to grapple 
with the problem of what the 
Dutch would do with these two 
names (of Canadians).” 

Goyer said the Privy Council 
office asked the security service 
in 1971 to investigate leaks of in¬ 
formation from the public ser¬ 
vice. 

The force responded with a 32- 
page report on “true revolution¬ 


aries”—including 21 public ser¬ 
vants—who, it said, wanted to de¬ 
stroy existing social and political 
structures in Canada. 

Goyer said he sent the list of 21 
public servants named in the re¬ 
port to five other cabinet minis¬ 
ters, urging them to remind the 
suspects of their duties to keep 
government information confi¬ 
dential. 

He said he had no malice toward 
any of the 21 people named, some 
of whom have sued him for libel 
because of the list. 

, Goyer said he concluded that 
circulating his list nipped the 
extra-parliamentary opposition in 
the bud because there was no 
revolution during the early 1970s.

That’s McGeer’s vision for Island-mainland link

Before the end of the cen¬ 
tury, Vancouver Islanders 
could be travelling to the 
mainland in their own cars, 
but piggy backed under 
Georgia Strait by high-speed 
electric trains. 

That’s the vision of Uni¬ 
versities, Science and Com¬ 
munications Minister Pat 
McGeer, who said Thursday 
that an underwater tunnel 
linking mainland and Island 
was a medium-long-range 
certainty. 

McGeer said his ministry 
was already keeping a 
watching brief on major tun¬ 
nel projects now under con¬ 
struction in other parts of the 
world, particularly the long¬ 
est underwater tunnel in the 
world, being built to link 
Japan’s main island with its 
smaller southern island. 

“We are not doing any 
hard studies yet,” McGeer 
said, “but we are keeping an 
eye on things because there 
is no doubt in my mind that 
one day there has to be a 
tunnel link between Vancou¬ 
ver Island and the mainland.

“ITS JUST a matter of the 
right time when it will be 
economically feasible.” 

The minister said the eco¬ 
nomics would be decided for 
the population and the gov¬ 
ernment by the rapidity of 
the traffic buildup “and the 
state of the technology.” 

While stating that his min¬ 
istry was not yet seeking 
direct information from Jap¬ 
anese tunnel-builders, 
McGeer said he had already 
formed some positive ideas 
as to what B.C. would be 
looking for when it came 
time to build. 

“We shall be looking for a 
tunnel which will be capable 
of handling the heavy flow of 
traffic between here and the 
mainland, but which will 
carry no carbon dioxide dis¬ 
charging vehicles,” he said. 

“WHAT I envisage is a 
tunnel served by a rapid- 
transit electric train which 
would haul cars, trucks and 
buses through the tunnel at 
high speeds. In other words, 
a tunnel which would convey 
vehicles from one side of the 
strait to the other without 
having to worry about how 


to clear carbon dioxide from 
the system.” 

McGeer said his thinking 
on the tunnel proposal was 
not far enough advanced to 
provide details on cost or 
how many vehicles could be 
moved at one time by the 
electric train concept. 

“All I’m saying at this 
stage is that it is technically 
feasible to move large num¬ 
bers of cars, a hundred or so, 
by electric shuttle trains, 
and that one day it is going to 
be necessary for us to do 
so.” 

McGEER SAID his con¬ 
cept of the underwater tun¬ 
nel would not require tradi- 
tional tunnel-digging 
methods. 

“As I understand it, the 
technology is there whereby 
such a tunnel could be built 
and laid on the bottom of the 
ocean,” he said. ‘‘Surveys 
have shown that the bottom 
of the strait in the areas 
where a tunnel could be built 
are really an extension of the 
bottom of the Fraser River, 
just mud and silt. It is con¬ 
ceivable that a mainland- 
Vancouver Island tunnel link 



could just be placed on the 
bottom without insurmount¬ 
able difficulty. 

“The ocean bottom be¬ 
tween here and the mainland 
is not all that formidable.” 

McGeer said the traffic 
movement between the Is¬ 
land and the Lower Main¬ 
land was already beginning 
to reach “extraordinary” 
proportions. 

“THE POPULATION of 
Vancouver Island is rela¬ 
tively small but tremendous¬ 
ly mobile,” he said. “Traffic 
movement even today is 
truly extraordinary. I don’t 
see how we can avoid even¬ 
tually taking a hard look at a 
tunnel proposal. It deserves 
a lot of study.” 

McGeer said the tunnel he 
was thinking about would not 
be confined solely to vehicu¬ 
lar traffic transported by 
electric powered trains. 

‘‘It would be my concept 
that such a tunnel would be 
compartmentalized, with 
special sections for such 
things as Hydro cables, natu¬ 
ral gas pipelines and even oil 
pipelines,” he said. “It

McGeer refused to put any 
time-frame on the tunnel 
link. 

“ALL FM saying is that we 
are keeping an eye on tun¬ 
nel-building technology with 
the view to one day being 
faced with the necessity of 
building such a tunnel,” he 
said. 

A tunnel between the Is¬ 
land the mainland was first 
advocated more than 15 
years ago by then-highways 
minister P.A. Gaglardi.

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Dog defender spots holes in control bylaw 


DUNCAN — The dogged determination of one 
alderman, a well-known dog fancier, was successful in 
defeating city council’s intention to give three read¬ 
ings to its proposed dog control bylaw. 

Aid. Doug. Barker, a former kennel and pet shop 
owner, opposed the bylaw which would regulate, li¬ 
cense and impound dogs on several sections of the 
bylaw. 

The proposed bylaw is the brainchild of city admin 
istrator Paul Douviile, who had spent a lot of time draw¬ 
ing this, and similar dog control bylaws for other muni¬ 
cipalities in this province. 

Douviile said North Cowichan and the regional dis¬ 
trict had expressed interest in this bylaw, with the 
possibility of having all the areas in the district fn 
uniformity. 

Aid. Barker said: “With all due respect to our 
administrator and where similar bylaws have been 
before, has this one been referred to our solicitor? 

“There are too many things that bother me about 
this bylaw.” 


Barker referred to one section of the bylaw which 
gave the poundkeeper the right to sell or destroy dogs 
that had not been claimed for 72 hours after seizure. 

It also stated that the poundkeeper “may in his 
discretion” destroy any such dog that “in his opinion” 
would not survive injury, disease or sickness. 

Barker said: “Only a veterinarian should be able to 
decide whether such a dog suffering from injury, dis¬ 
ease or sickness should be destroyed. 

“We are, or he (poundkeeper) is leaving himself 
open to legal action if some citizen's dog is destroyed. If 
someone was away on holiday, his dog could be des¬ 
troyed, as the waiting time is only 72 hours. 

“If the poundkeeper came into my yard and wanted 
to take my dog, he'd have quite a battle on his hands. 

“I’m all for the control of dogs, but I hate this bylaw 
that only looks at one side of the question. These are liv¬ 
ing creatures. I want both sides of the question looked 
at. 


“As the bylaw stands right now, it’s a pretty cold 
article. We have an obligation to the animals. I don’t 
want anything to do with this bylaw until it has been 
passed by our solicitor.” 

Mayor Mike Coleman said he is “also concerned at 
the amount of discretion given to the poundkeeper, but 
there is a growing problem of dogs and their control in 
this city.” 

Barker’s motion to refer the proposed bylaw to the 
city solicitor was approved. 

Meanwhile, council spent considerable discussion 
on a proposal by realtor J. H. Whittome and Co. Ltd. 
that if approved, would mean that several pensioners 
would either have to pay considerably more for their 
accommodation or be relocated. 

Whittome representative Phil Lowe informed coun¬ 
cil that his firm was seeking approval to change the 
Kensington Apartments, currently rental units, into a 
strata title development. 

He said the building as an apartment block "was not 
financially viable. It was difficult to make ends meet as 
an apartment situation.” 


He said the building contained large two-bedroom 
and three-bedroom suites, which were rented for about 
$232 monthly and $255, respectively. 

If turned into a strata title development, the units 
would sell for $40,000 to $45,000. 

Aid. Barker said these apartments “were one of the 
best in town, perhaps the best.” 

He hoped the change would not downgrade them 
and asked: “Would the change affect old age pensioners 
that are currently renting?” 

Lowe said: “Yes, it would affect the old age pen¬ 
sioners, but it is our hope, that we can relocate them. It 
may not be quite what they want, but we hope our firm 
can settle this. They will have 120 days to relocate.” 

Mayor Coleman said: “I’m concerned that pension¬ 
ers would have to come up with $40,000 in order to 
continue to live there. But council cannot come up with 
the answer tonight.” 

The matter was referred to council’s planning com¬ 
mittee. 


Cowichan district 

Student project 
didn’t pass 
union scrutiny 


DUNCAN — The Interna 
tional Woodworkers of 
America’s Local 1-80 has 
forced Cowichan school 
board lo halt construction of 
a student work project. 

Further construction de¬ 
pends on the outcome of 
meetings between the union 
and the school board. 

The project, a school bus 
garage currently under con¬ 
struction. was previously 
approved by the IWA but 
has since been halted, fol¬ 
lowing a second suggested 
student project, the building 
of a grounds storage and 
workshop facility for the 
school district. 

School works superinten¬ 
dent George Routley told the 
board at its recent meeting 
that the decision to construct 
a grounds storage building 
as a works project of the 
school's Construction 12 
class was arrived at after 
weeks of unsuccessful ad¬ 
vertising for local sponsors. 

He said the school accept¬ 
ed this proposal as a good 
learning situation and plan¬ 
ning proceeded to allow ob¬ 
taining a building permit and 
the purchase of necessary 
materials. 

Routley said: “Prior to 
seeking board approval for 
the project, the administra¬ 
tion sought the agreement of 
the IWA as their member¬ 
ship would be involved in 
some of the work and the 
ultimate usage of the facil¬ 
ity. 

“As the indications were 
that approval would not be 
granted by the union staff, it 
was requested that a written 
response to ourVquest be 
received from tne union 
prior to the board’s next 
meeting.” 

In response to this request, 
the board received a letter 
from IWA Local 1-80’s busi¬ 
ness agent Ken McEwan, re¬ 
questing that “work by stu¬ 
dents on the bus garage 
project cease immediately.” 

McKewan said: “In regard 
to your letter of Feb. 14, sent 
to Al Solotki, secretary of the 
IWA shop committees, I sin¬ 
cerely hope* this was not an 
attempt to bypass the local 
union in this matter as we 
were not notified of this pro¬ 
ject (the storage building) 
by your office. 

“The IWA cannot agree to 
students building a grounds 
storage and workshop facil¬ 
ity as proposed in your leU 
ter. The union is certified for 
all maintenance employees 
in School District 65 and this 
project is part of their work 
duties. 

“In a lettgr to yourself 
dated Oct. 19, we agreed to a 
student project of remodel¬ 
ling the old bus garage. How¬ 
ever, this present matter has 
raised serious doubts by our¬ 
selves and our members as 
to the true purpose of that 
project. 

“We request any work by 
students on the bus garage 
project cease immediately 
until we meet with your de¬ 
partment and the teachers- 
instructors concerned.” 

Board secretary-treasurer 
Bill Brown has told the Colo¬ 
nist that work had ceased on 
the student bus garage pro¬ 


ject and the second project 
of a grounds storage and 
workshop facility had been 
abandoned. Instead, the stu¬ 
dents will now work on the 
partial, construction of a 
house for a member of the 
teaching staff. 

Meanwhile, the board 
agreed to take no further 
action other than to receive 
and file a request from Lake 
Cowichan school board for 
greater co-ordination and 
dialogue between school dis¬ 
tricts concerning staff wage 
increases. 

The board here was dis¬ 
turbed that the Lake Cowi¬ 
chan board had distributed 
copies of its request to local 
newspapers before discus¬ 
sion on the matter could be 
held by Cowichan trustees.

NANAIMO — More 
words were added to the 
Duke Point saga here as 
local, provincial and fed¬ 
eral officials considered 
the state of the port-in¬ 
dustrial project. 

The words came by 
way of a B.C. Develop- 
menl'Corp. telegram, in 
city council chambers, 
and from newly-elected 
MP Ted Miller. 

Aid. Nelson Allen felt 
the city was back to its 
original position. 

Allen believes the mo¬ 
tion that water and sewer 
go to Duke Point after 
guarantees from BCDC 
and the harbor commis¬ 
sion was inoperative. 

He pointed out that the 
commission had not been 
able to give the guaran¬ 
tee the city wanted that 
there would be no more 
expansion of the Assem¬ 
bly Wharf facilities, say¬ 
ing it could not commit 
future commissions. 

At the same time, a 
BCDC telegram was on 
its way as an answer to 
its part of the double-bar¬ 
relled guarantee. 

The BCDC said the re¬ 
strictive covenant the 
city wanted on the Duke 
Point port lands was 
ready, to be effective 
when the harbor body 
makes its commitment. 

Meanwhile, Allen said, 
it appears that there will 
have to be a new federal- 
provincial agreement ne¬ 
gotiated for the port, and 
that he was sure all mem¬ 
bers of council would 
support the idea of ser¬ 
vicing once the new pact 
was reached. 

MP Miller said he in¬ 
tended to push in Ottawa 
for a new pact allowing 
the port to go ahead, by 
increasing the federal 
government’s share of 
the project. 


Lake Cowichan school 
board, in a letter, said: “Re¬ 
cently the board of this dis¬ 
trict was approached by the 
IWA Local 1-80 with regard 
to an increase in wages for 
employees of the school dis¬ 
trict over and above that 
negotiated for 1980. in the 
second year of a two-year 
contract. 

“During discussions, it 
was stated that many school 
districts and municipalities 
were in fact approving per¬ 
centage increases over and 
above previously-negotiated 
rates for 1980. Upon check¬ 
ing, this was confirmed. 

“After deliberation, our 
board felt that the matter 
should be discussed with 
other school boards because 
once one board decides on 
this course of action, it puts 
tremendous pressure on 
other districts to do the 
same.” 

The board complained that 
many different additional 
wage increases have been 
granted in different juris¬ 
dictions “and yet the ef¬ 
fects of an increasing con¬ 
sumer price index can be 
said to impact on a fairly 
consistent basis.” 

It suggested a "greatly in¬ 
creased communicaton net¬ 
work in these type of situa¬ 
tions in the future, which 
might assist in decision¬ 
making which will be benefi¬ 
cial to both the tax-paying 
public and employee 
unions.” 

Cowichan District Teach¬ 
ers’ Association president 
Win Lewis complained to 
the board of a “breakdown in 
communications” between 
trustees and teachers, over 
input into the building and 
sites committee. 

She said many of the regu¬ 
larly-scheduled meetings 
are cancelled and other 
mee^ngs are Jield briefly 
prior to board meetings, 
without representation from 
the CDTA. 

"The teachers have appre¬ 
ciated in the past the possi¬ 
bility of their concerns being 
brought to the attention of 
the trustees, and we feel that 
the present breakdown of 
communications is not con¬ 
ducive to a positive rela¬ 
tionship between trustees 
and teachers,” said Lewis. 

The CDTA’s declining 
enrolment committee sub¬ 
mitted its priorities in staff 
ing for the 1980-81 school 
year. 

The priorities suggested 
were: Retain present staff¬ 
ing, to maintain and up¬ 
grade existing program. 

Rectify imbalances in the 
class enrolment in various 
district schools and to extend 
learning assistance and 
counselling time at elemen¬ 
tary and high school level. 

The board is to meet with 
Glenora elementary school 
parents, following the spring 
break, to discuss the pro 
posed two-phase move of 
Glenora students to Koksilah 
elementary school. 

The Glenora school is to 
close due to declining enrol¬ 
ment and 1980 school budget 
requirements.

NANAIMO — Money, ad 
vertising and campers were 
among Beban Park topics 
discussed by the Nanaimo 
Region Board this week as 
directors set the 1980 tax rate 
for the recreation complex. 

A full five-mill tax rate 
will be used this year, pro 
viding some $160,000 in extra 
funds. The alternative would 
have been to levy about .6 
mill less than the allowable 
five mills. 

The region, however, has 
plans for the extra money. 
Regional administrator W. 
D. Ilott explained that the 
excess will allow a large con¬ 
tingency fund—some five 
per cent of the total budget, 
or $50,000—as well as allow¬ 
ing for the fact that expen¬ 
sive repairs may have to be 
made to the arena-swim¬ 
ming pool roof this year. 

Those repairs could cost 
$50,000. In addition, there 
are several other capital 
projects that could be car¬ 
ried out at the centre in 1980. 

Ilott said that it would be 
better to have a surplus to 
carry forward into 1981 rath 
er than incurring a deficit in 
1980.

NANAIMO — Mayor 
Frank Ney protested that it 
was like taking candy from a 
baby, but council members 
outvoted him to attack a so¬ 
cial, academic and physical 
menace. 

The topic was advertising 
on children’s television pro¬ 
grams for cereals, candies 
and sweets, and alderman 
voted to ask the federal gov¬ 
ernment to ban advertising 


for all "sugary, sticky, non- 
nutritious foods.” 

The resolution will be sent 
to the Federation of Cana¬ 
dian Municipalities, and ori¬ 
ginated with the provincial 
■boards of health. 

Ney said that he wasn’t 
opposed to the goal of dis¬ 
couraging children from 
eating sugary foods, but pro¬ 
tested as a matter of princi¬ 
pal. 


“Today it’s no advertising, 
tomorrow it will be no candy. 
We’ll have all the kids down 
here protesting next week.” 

He said that if the council 
wanted to have.sweets 
banned, it should take the 
steps against cigarettes and 
alcohol. 

The majority of council 
members, however, agreed 
with Aid. Gino Sedola, a 
teacher, who commented 


that he had seen the results 
of a poor diet in the class¬ 
room. 

“Our young people in our 
schools are suffering social¬ 
ly, academically and physi¬ 
cally because of improper 
diet.” 

Ney was still not con¬ 
vinced, commenting: “It’s 
nice to have a big daddy, but 
maybe this is getting too 
big.” 


Alberni firemen settle 


PORT ALBERNI — The city has reached a one-year 
agreement with its firemen, members of Local 1667 of the 
Port Alberni Firefighters Association. 

The new contract, retroactive to Jan. 1, provides for a 
one-year, 9.23-per-cent increase, to bring the wages of 
local firemen on par with those received by their counter¬ 
parts in Vancouver. 

This is made up of a 7.5-per-cent increase across the 
board plus a COLA of five cents per hour for each full 
percentage point of increase in the cost of living index in 
excess of 7.5 per cent, plus wage adjustments in other 
categories. 

There is a two-per-cent extra increase for first-class 
firefighters with 10 or more years service, and five per 
cent extra for all lieutenants, who will be reclassified 
as captains. 

All members of the force holding an industrial first 
,^id certificate will receive an additional $15 a month. 

) In fringe benefits, the city has agreed to pay 100 per 
cent of the dental plan premium while the association 
has agreed to join with the city and its Canadian Union 
of Public Employee staff in a study of the possibility of 
instituting a combined sick leave and long-term disabil¬ 
ity insurance plan. 

In announcing the new contract at last week’s city 
council meeting, chairman of the city personnel com- 
mettee Aid. Mo Inwards said negotiations had been “short 
and conducted without rancor or difficulty on either 

side.” 


The only disappointment to the city, he said, was that 
it had been unable to negotiate a two-year agreement. 

In another report as president of the Vancouver Island 
Publicity Bureau, Inwards told the council that a deci¬ 
sion was made at a recent meeting of the committee in 
Nanaimo to produce 50,000 magazine-format brochures 
depicting the attractions of the Island for international 
distribution. 

A smaller folder-style brochure will be prepared to 
augment the magazine in such locations as the ferry 
system and on the Lower Mainland. 

The new minister of tourism for the province, Pat 
Jordan, had attened the meeting, he said, and had given 
assurances that her department would be giving greater 
emphasis to the Island in the provincial promotion cam¬ 
paigns starting in the spring. 

He had been encouraged, he said, by some of the plans 
which Jordan had outlined at the meeting. 

She would be visiting the Port Alberni area sometime 
in March, he said, principally to confer with the accom¬ 
modation group in the city. 

In other business, council authorized the addition of 
some $2,000 to the city portion of the annual public 
transit budget for 1980. 

Aid. George McKnight explained that the change had. 
surfaced in finalizing the costs of the new transit sys-" 
tern through the Urban Transit Authority at the be¬ 
ginning of January, and would bring the city’s share 
of the costs to just over $43,000. 


In other Beban Park busi¬ 
ness, the board approved a 
contract with the Nanaimo 
Clipper hockey team and 
Nanaimo Timbermen la¬ 
crosse team for advertising 
to be placed in the arena. 

The two teams will sell the 
advertising space, with the 
regional board retaining 
final approval over the con¬ 
tent and positioning of the 
advertising. 

The region will receive 15 
per cent of the advertising 
revenue, with another 15 per 
cent going to minor sports 
using the arena. The two 
teams will share the remain 
derof the revenue. 

Cedar director Stuart 
Wright opposed the advertis¬ 
ing plan, saying he believed 
it was inappropriate for the 
region to subsidize the 
teams. 

The board also voted to ask 
for a report on the idea of 
allowing campers on the 
Beban Park grounds. 

It was explained that the 
“bare bones” camping pro 
gram could be tried as an 
experiment this summer, 
and reassessed later. 

It was expected that the 
camping project would pay 
for itself in fees collected, 
ajid that it would provide 
much-needed space for both 
camping vehicles and ten 
ters near the city. 

Beban Park manager John 
Furlong has been given the 
go-ahead to investigate the 
idea and report back to the 
region’s parks and recre¬ 
ation committee. 

Beban Park also now has a 
new advisory commission. 

Directors this week ap¬ 
pointed eight citizens to the 
commission. They include 
Walter Reynolds, Cedar; 
June Harrison, Gabriola: 
Elaine Hamilton, Extension; 
J. E. Whiteaker, Lantzville. 
City appointees are George 
Blank, John Cowan and G. R

AN ATHLETE WHO SPENDS all his waking hours 
perfecting basketball skills in Canada compares to a student 
wading through four years of med school, only to land a 
career pounding nails. 

In neither case does end justify means. 

One half of the Tumey-Loos clan faces the above reality. 
The other half might not. 

Before proceeding on that track, let’s clarify. You read it 
right. University of Victoria’s hoop-shooting first family has 
undergone another change of billing. 

First it was Billy Loos and Carol Turney. Then, after the 
gentle music of wedding bells, it was Billy Loos and Carol 
Tumey-Loos. 

Used to the hardwood kind, Billy and Carol entered a 
different court, one of law, recently. As of next week, it’s 
Carol and Billy Tumey-Loos. 

“I WANTED TO LEGALLY change my name to Tumey- 
Loos,” Carol smilingly spelled it out Thursday. It’s no 
exaggeration to say she’s one of the world’s better female 
basketball practitioners. She has the options mentioned 
above. 

“The law said my husband had to do it too. Billy went along 
with it. Didn’t you?” She playfully dug his ribs. Bill 
reddened, just a little. 

Two of the past three seasons, Turney, Loos, Tumey- 
Loos and all combinations thereof have provided UVic 
fans with some of the classiest basketball in the land. 

They each took a school-year off in 1978-79. The season 
before, after transferring together from St. Mary’s in 
Halifax, they won respective men’s and women’s Canada 
West scoring titles. 

This season, Carol won another. Both Vikettes, ranked 
No. 1 in Canada, and Vikings, No. 2 men’s team, have solid 
shots at national titles. 

ITS SOMETHING THAT has eluded both teams. As far 
as Mr. and Mrs. Tumey-Loos go, this is the year to rectify 
that situation. 

Both have spent their five years’ eligibility. So take a 
good gander this weekend, when Vikettes play Calgary for 
ihe women’s league title, and next, when Vikings host 
Calgary in the men’s playoffs. 

As they say in rodeo, Billy and Carol are goin’ down the 
road — which brings up those options we mentioned. 

Carol, a national-team guard for eight seasons, is hoping 
to turn her considerable skills into more concrete assets. 
Namely, dollars. 

She was drafted by the California Dreams, an entry in 
that women's pro basketball league you may have heard 
about. 

WARY OF RECRUITING VIOLATIONS, the Dreams 
have been in touch with Carol’s coach, Kathy Shields, about 
Carol. The Tumey-Loos clan hopes to follow up. 

“I’d like to pursue it,” said Carol, despite occasional 
rumors of uncashed paycheques and folding franchises. 

“It’d be an experience.” A former schoolmate, Liz 
Siicott, is the league's leading scorer. In some centres, at 
least, lady basketball is booming. 

“Maybe I could play semi-pro ball down there,” adds 
Billy. He’s from New Haven, Conn. Now awaiting confirma¬ 
tion of landed immigrant status, he’s played most of his 
basketball up here. 

In Canada, he’s a star. In his native U.S., it’s a 
different basket of balls. 

Loos was lured to St. Mary’s, as was Carol, by Brian 
Heaney, now coach at Alberta. Carol, originally from 
Chilliwack, was at University of B.C., Billy at Boston 

College. 

THEY MET AND FELL in love, so to speak, at midcourt. 
It’s been a tandem road show ever since. 

With Canada's national team, Carol has toured most of 
the planet. She’s hoping for one more trip— to Moscow. 

The black-haired guard with the clothesline shot took 
last year off so she could play at UVic in an Olympic year. 

But she would support a boycott. Maybe it’s because 
-she’s seen so much of Eastern Europe already. 

“It’s just not true to say politics and sport are separate. 
That’s a farce.” 

Following nationals next month (Vikettes are a shoo-in 
for a trip to Dalhousie) Carol’s off to pre-Olympic training 
camp in Ontario and a tournament in Bulgaria May 5-17. 
After that, it’s back to reality. 

NEITHER HAS COMPLETED requirements for an arts 
degree, despite taking the mandatory four courses a session. 
That may or may not come later.* 

Children of the ’70s, peering into the ’80s, the Tumey- 
Loos family (He’s 23, she’s 24) takes the mellow approach. 

Plans? Who knows? There’s time later. 

They have some land at 100-Mile House. Carol’s 
brother, a carpenter living nearby, will help them build on it. 
But it won’t be a permanent home. 

If the California Dream bursts, they may settle in 
Seattle, to play ball and plant new roots. 

“People ask us what we do besides basketball,” Billy 
says. “Well, during the season there isn’t much else. We 
practice seven days a week. Our eyes are usually ready to 
close when the books open.” 

ITS OBVIOUS. To Tumey-Loos and Tumey-Loos, the 
books are secondary. The game’s the thing. 

“Sometimes it’s hard to know why you play,” admits 
Bill, who didn’t pick up a ball back in Connecticut 
until he was 13. “There are other things I’d like to do. 
Maybe later. Right now, this is it.” N 

The take-it-as-it-comes Tumey-Loos approach is out of 
fashion now, after enjoying vogue in the ’60s and early ’70s. 
Now everybody’s back into careers, possessions, that kind of 
stuff. The Me Generation, they call it. 

Even war seems to be popular again. 

But Billy and Carol go their way. The only pot of gold 
at the end of their rainbow holds a glass backboard and a 
round ball with seams. 

Nice to have known you, Mr. and Mrs. Tumey-Loos. 

Thanks for some fine basketball. 


MONTREAL (CP) — Philadelphia 
Flyers coach Pat Quinn has been suspend¬ 
ed for three games and fined $1,000 for 
allowing a bench-clearing fight with Van¬ 
couver Canucks last Friday, the National 
Hockey League announced Thursday. 

Philadelphia also received an auto¬ 
matic fine of $5,000 because one of the 
Flyers was the first to leave the bench 
during an altercation, for the third time 
this season. 


Flyers defenceman Frank Bathe, the 
player who left the bench first, got an auto¬ 
matic one-game suspension and was sus¬ 
pended without pay for two additional 
games. * 

Other players from both teams got 
automatic fines totalling $4,100. 

Executive vice-president Brian O’Neill 
of the NHL issued the fines and suspen¬ 
sions after a hearing in Montreal Tuesday 


attended by Quinn, Flyers’ general man¬ 
ager Keith Allen and NHL referee-in-chief 
Scotty Morrison. 

The Feb. 22 incident caused a delay of 
about 45 minutes and resulted in 258 
minute in penalties, with 15 players being 
ejected from the game — eight from Van¬ 
couver and seven from Philadelphia. 

The NHL said Quinn denied telling 
Bathe to leave the bench, but acknow¬ 
ledged he signalled three other Flyers in 


the penalty box to go on the ice. 

“On at least two other occasions,” said 
O’Neill, “Quinn had been warned by the 
league that he and club management 
would be held responsible for restraining 
players from leaving their bench. 

“If these penalties are not sufficient to 
eliminate this kind of conduct from our 
game, then additional sanctions will be 
imposed.”

Capital Region waffles on bus pass issue 


Capital Region politicians shrank back Wednesday 
when called upon to make a decision on the future of 
senior citizens' bus passes. 

They refused to say the program will continue after 
current $5-for-six-months passes expire June 1, but failed to 
endorse a recommendation that passes not be renewed. 

Instead, they spent their time berating the press for 
focusing on the proposal to drop the passes, when they 
thought the real problem was to get the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to pick up an estimated $250,000 loss on the 
program. 


Wright said that if negotiations with the provincial 
government fail, he is prepared to fight to have the bus 
passes continued through transit taxes. 

Central Saanich Aid. Dave Hill said the board appears 
to be talking about tactics, poker and other card games 
as if it was simply playing “little r war games” with the 
provincial government, meanwhile ignoring the people 
directors wre supposed to represent. 

And Sooke’s Don Rittaler wondered why the board was 
assuming that the provincial government wouldn’t fund 
the program. 


CAMPBELL AGREED that the board has not yet met 
McCarthy, but said he had been told that the Urban 
Transit Authority had tried for months to reach an 
agreement but had failed. 

He said he did not know the terms of reference for nego¬ 
tiations, but he assumed that the provincial government 
would want the region to step into the role of B.C. Hydro 
and pick up losses on the program. 

Couvelier said the bus pass program “is a beautiful 
program.” 

However, he said, it is a provincial government pro¬ 
gram. If the region refuses at this time to pick up the 


program, it has the option of changing its mind at a later 
date. 

“You are asking me if I want to get into a human 
relations program, but surely you don’t make that public 
statement until they (the provincial government) deny their 
obligations.” 

The board also decided to table a recommendation 
that the downtown free bus zone be continued until the end of 
August. 

But they did agree with a recommendation “that CRD 
transit planning staff investigate innovative methods of 
allocating the cost of the transit system shortfall among the 
beneficiaries.” 


THEY DID DECIDE that region board chairman James 
Campbell and transit committee chairman Norma Sealey 
should meet Human Resources Minister Grace McCarthy to 
negotiate costs. 

And they did take exception to remarks made by 
Campbell last week when he said special concessions are 
a cheap kind of vote-buying gimmick and added that well 
off seniors ride the ferry for fun and drive good cars. 

They stopped short of formally dissociating them¬ 
selves from his remarks, however, when he said he 
w as prepared to w ithdraw them "at this time.” 

However, he said, he would be glad to support them at, 
another time and place "in a way which I think might be 
helpful.” 

Sealey termed Campbell’s remarks “ill considered and 
irrelevant,” but agreed that they had passed at the com¬ 
mittee meeting without comment from fellow committee 
members. 


AS A RESULT of press reporting, said S<*aley, the region 
had been subjected to remarks from “rHjfgiOus zeal¬ 
ots defending the world from the callous actions of the 
Capital Region District.” 

She said hours and hours of work had been ignored, and 
a few inflammatory remarks had made it difficult to deal 
with the real issue. 

Committee members, she said, had been trying to deal 
realistically with the problem of placing responsibility 
where it belongs. They did not want to be in a position of 
begging “like Oliver Twist” for money for the pass pro 
gram. 

Victoria Aid. William McElroy said he would not 
be bothered at the idea of going cap in hand to the 
province for money. He wanted board members to agree that 
the bus pass program would continue even if the region had 
to pick up the costs. 


SAANICH MAYOR Mel Couvelier said it would be bad 
tactics to promise to continue the program. 

“Maybe the idea of termination of the bus passes is 
adventurous and unnecessary,” said Couvelier, “but the 
same argument would apply to tipping our hand the 
other way. 

“We don’t want to pass a motion saying we are going 
to continue the passes, or why would Grace McCarthy 
pay particular attention to our complaints? 

“In a bargaining position you have to have an ace 
somewhere up the sleeve and Aid. McElroy has played 
our ace now and we have nothing to play when the 
game starts.” 

Sealey said there is no way that committee members 
thought the bus pass program was not worthwhile. 

“It’s incredible that it should come across that we 
thought they should be cut off,” she said. 


VICTORIA ALD. Robert Wright said it was incredible 
that the board should be at the stage “as if we were 
playing poker with the provincial government. 

“I can appreciate the fact that we need a strongNuego- 
tiating position, but I don’t believe we can use our senior 
citizens as pawns in these negotiations.”

North Island’s councils 
pursuing remuneration 


PORT McNEILL — Municipal coun¬ 
cils in the North Island have all raised 
their remuneration in recent months 
and now the Mt. Waddington Regional 
District directors have followed suit. 

Regional directors have doubled 
their pay to $1,200 per year while the 
chairman will receive $3,600. 

In Port Hardy, if the provisional 
budget is adopted, the mayor’s salary 
will rise to from $3,56-1 to $3,900 while 
aldermen will receive a raise of $1,560 
a year. 

In Port Alice and Alert Bay, mayors 
in each community will receive $2,000 
this year. Alert Bay aldermen will 
receive $1,200 while council members 
in Port Alice will get $1,000. 


In Port McNeill no motion has been 
passed to increase the stipend but the 
provisional budget has a category 
for paying expenses such as travel and 
replacement of lost wages, which 
totals $10,700, up by 28 per cent from 
last year. 

Meanwhile, school trustees in the 
province are not able to vote them 
selves an increase. The trustees are 
restricted to a maximum of $2,000 a 
year. 

Port McNeill Mayor Gerry Fumey 
has suggested that no elected official 
be allowed to set the amount of an 
honorarium but that a commission be 
established to determine a fair scale 
for all.

Senior officials 
of ferry union 

resign in a body 


14 freed at embassy; 
20 envoys still held

The long-troubled B.C. 
Ferry and Marine Workers 
Union, buffeted Wednesday 
by a sudden wave of top- 
level resignations, has been 
advised by a special trustee 
to consider the possibility of 
returning to the fold of the 
B.C. Government Employ¬ 
ees’ Union. 

“It is my opinion that the 
membership want the oppor 
tunity to review the deci¬ 
sion that removed them 
from the BCGEU,” Bill 
Smalley of the Canadian 
Labor Congress says in an 
interim report to the union’s 
executive. 

Smalley was appointed a 
trustee just before Christ¬ 
mas by CLC president 
Dennis McDermott to look 
into the problems of the 2,- 
700-member union, crippled 
for more than two years 
by serious internal fighting. 

THE RESIGNATIONS 
came in dramatic fashion 
Wednesday, just before and 
during a union executive 
meeting at which Smalley 
was to table his interim re¬ 
port. 

President Shirley Mathie- 
son told the Colonist Thurs¬ 
day that they involved the 
faction that had opposed her 
leadership for some time. 

Gone are six of the 22- 
member executive and busi¬ 
ness agent Matt Brown, who 
had been described as the 
leader of the dissidents. 

MATHIESON said secre¬ 
tary-treasurer Les Neill ten 
dered his resignation at the 
beginning of the meeting. 
Resigning in addition to 
Brown and Neill w/*re Joyce 
Brown, second vice-presi¬ 
dent; Chris Walker, repre¬ 
senting the Horseshoe* Bay 
terminal; Don Black, chair¬ 
man of the unlicensed group 
at Langdale terminal; John 
Maekie, Deas maintenance 
dock chairman, and A1 
Barry, chairman for the li 
censed officers at Horseshoe 
Bay. 

“The resignations were a 


strategy planned on Mon¬ 
day,’’ said Mathieson. “It 
was deliberately planned 
that they would resign dur¬ 
ing the meeting.’’ 

The action followed the 
resignation in December of 
Tsawwassen terminal chair¬ 
man Steve Lomax and the 
firing of Departure Bay 
chairman Robin Holmgren. 

HOLMGREN had been 
blamed for an unauthorized 
walkout during a sensititive 
period in contract negotia¬ 
tions. 

There were claims at the 
time that a “radical” left 
element was trying to take 
over the union. 

A union source said Thurs¬ 
day there was an “unfortu¬ 
nate smear campaign” 
aimed at Brown and some of 
the executive who opppsed 
Mathieson. 

‘‘They set out to paint 
Brown as a red and they 
succeeded in doing the dam¬ 
age,” the source said. "If he 
wasn’t, that wouldn't mat¬ 
ter. Once that kind of thing is 
said, the damage is done.” 

WHILE SHE has long been 
pictured as the target of 
unfair attack from within 
her own ranks, the 30-year- 
old Mathieson has also been 
described by detractors as 
someone who insists that 
anyone who disagrees is a 
“dissident.” 

While her foes would ap¬ 
pear to be gone with the 
resignations, the word is that 
work is already in progress 
to force a leadership conven¬ 
tion by late May—long ahead 
of the regular convention 
scheduled a year from now. 

In his report, Smalley re¬ 
commended that Brown be 
fired and paid one month’s 
wages in lieu of notice. 

The Colonist obtained a 
copy of the report Thursday.

14 deaths, rain, ‘rigging,’ 
dampen Rhodesia polling 


SALISBURY. Rhodesia 
(UPI) — The deaths of 14 
people and charges of “Coca 
Cola” vote-rigging and in¬ 
timidation Thursday marred 
the second day of rain- 
soaked polling in Rhodesia’s 
first independence election. 

British electoral chief Sir 
John Boynton said despite 
problems, the voter turnout 
had already surpassed the 
total number of ballots cast 
in last April’s disputed ma¬ 
jority rule election. 

He said more than 2.1 mil¬ 
lion ballots had been cast, 
with a full day left to go. This 
represented about 67.7 per 
cent of the estimated three 
million eligible voters, in 
contrast to a turnout of 64.4 
per cent in last April’s five- 
day vote. 

A military spokesman said 
that during the first 24 hours 
of the rain-soaked voting, 14 
people were killed in clashes 
with security forces mobi¬ 
lized to protect the voters. 

The dead included three 
guerrillas allied to black na¬ 
tionalist Robert Mugabe, 
who tried to ambush a mo¬ 
bile polling station, and a 
man intimidating rural 
tribesmen with a grenade. 

The spokesman said two 
other Mugabe guerrillas and 
eight “curfew-breakers” 
died in four other incidents. 

Mugabe and his rival Jo- 
htisa Nkomo are front-run¬ 
ners in the three-day voting 
in which 80 black reprsenta- 


tives will be elected to the 
100-member parliament. 

The deaths—the highest 
daily toll in two weeks— 
raised the number of killed 
to 276 since the truce leading 
to the election went into ef¬ 
fect Jan. 4. 

Charges of voting irregu¬ 
larities also shadowed the 
election. Mugabe’s ZANU- 
PF party charged that invis¬ 


ible ink printed on the hands 
of voters to prevent them 
from voting twice could be 
washed off with Coca-Cola. 
The ink is visible only under 
special lights installed in 
each polling station. 

Government electoral of¬ 
ficials said tests by the com¬ 
monwealth observer group 
denied this claim, as well as 
ZANU-PF assertions that 


supporters of Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa were employiftg 
this method to gain extra 
votes. 

Muzorew a also com¬ 
plained in a letter to British 
Governor Lord Soames that 
his supporters were being 
harassed and intimidated by 
Mugabe’s followers in the 
urban black townships and 
rural tribal trustlands. 


BOGOTA (AP) — Leftist guerrillas occupying the 
Dominican Republic embassy freed 14 persons Thurs¬ 
day—including a 16-year-old youth, 10 women and 
three wounded men, President Guillermo Rueda 
of the Colombian Red Cross said. 

The embassy was seized Wednesday night when a 
heavily-armed band of young guerrillas forced their w ay into 
it and took at least 60 persons 
captive, including 20 ambas¬ 
sadors from other countries. 

Canadian Ambassador 
D.B. Laughton narrowly 
missed being caught in the 
raid on the embassy, accord¬ 
ing to Paul Donahue, com¬ 
mercial counsellor at the Ca¬ 
nadian embassy. 

Donahue said Laughton 
was on his way to the diplo¬ 
matic reception at the Do 
minican Republic embassy 
on Wednesday night when he 
learned of the raid from 
the radio. 

Sixteen Canadians work at 
Canada’s embassy in Bogo¬ 
ta. An external affairs 
spokesman in Ottawa saiff 
Thursday night that they 
would not be brought home. 

Among the approximately 
50 hostages remaining is 
U.S. Ambassador Diego 
Asencio, who along with the 
captive envoys of Mexico, 

Venezuela and the Domini¬ 
can Republic, negotiated the 
release of the 14 persons. 

Asencio, reached by tele¬ 
phone after the release, said 
five women hostages re¬ 
mained but might be freed 
later. He also said 20 ambas 
sadors were in captivity, 
rather than 16 previously re¬ 
ported by the Colombian for¬ 
eign ministry. He said he 
was not allowed to name all 
the captured envoys. 

Paraguayan Ambassador 
Oscar Gostiaga, who was 
wounded in the leg during 
the takeover, was among 
those freed. He added that 
the Red Cross also removed 
one dead guerrilla from the 
building.

However, Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Sadegh Ghotbzadeh 
emerged from a Revolution¬ 
ary Council meeting to tell 
reporters the commission 
would be able to meet the 


hostages. He did not give fur¬ 
ther details except to say the 
meeting would not take 
place Thursday. 

It is now feared that the 50 
Americans, who have been 
captive in the embassy for 
117 days, might not be freed 
for 10 more weeks. A leading 
offical has said it might take 
that long for the yet-to-be- 


elected parliament to make 
a decision. 

On its fifth full day in Iran,

Goyer says he didn't know RCMP sent names of rebel backers abroad 


OTTAWA (CP) — Former Lib¬ 
eral solicitor-general Jean-Pierre 
Goyer says he did not know the 
RCMP sent the names of about 100 
Canadians, allegedly in sympathy 
with revolutionary causes, to four 
foreign intelligence agencies in 
1971. 

Goyer told the federal royal 
commission investigating RCMP 
wrongdoing that he was very sur¬ 
prised to learn years later that an 
unidentified ifc^P sergeant sent 
out copies of a preliminary secur¬ 
ity service report on threats from 
“the new left.” 

He said the officer used bad 
judgment in circulating copies of 
the document from which Goyer 


compiled his “black list” of public 
servants who allegedly called 
themselves part of the extra-par¬ 
liamentary opposition. 

Testimony about the controver¬ 
sial list was given before the com¬ 
mission in 197$ and 1979. A heavi¬ 
ly-edited transcript of the 
evidence was made public Thurs¬ 
day. 

If he had been asked, Goyer 
said, he would have told the secur¬ 
ity service not to divulge to 
foreigners the names of Cana¬ 
dians whose loyalty was suspect. 
But he said it was routine for Can¬ 
ada to exchange information on 
international security threats with 
friendly countries. 

The names of the countries 


which received the security ser¬ 
vice report—marked For Cana¬ 
dian Eyes Only When it was sent to 
Goyer—were deleted from the 
public version of the transcript. 

The Netherlands appeared to be 
one of the countries. Commission¬ 
er Donald Rickerd said at one 
point he was trying “to grapple 
with the problem of what the 
Dutch would do with these two 
names (of Canadians).”
